Donald Bellinger, 12 years 


_ old, was shot and killed and his 


mother was wounded seriously 
yesterday by the husband and 
father, Anthony J. Bellinger, in 
their home at 729 Fillmore 
street, police reported. 

Mrs. Hazel L. Bellinger, 39 
years old, is in City Hospital 
with three wounds in the ab- 
domen and one of the hip. The 
boy was pronounced dead of a 
bullet through the heart 

Bellinger, a 50@year-old brew- 
ery worker, was arrested by a 
squad of detectives at Broadway 
and Davis streets a short time 
after the shooting. He was tak- 
en to City Hospital, where his 
wife repeated an earlier state- 
ment that he had fired the shots. 

Bellinger has a police record 
dating back to 1925, including 
arrests in cases involving -sus- 
picion of robbery and flourish- 
ing a deadly weapon, but he 
has never been convicted. 

He was booked last night sus- 
pected of murder. 

The detectives reported that 
Bellinger was driving his auto- 
mobile and appeared to have 
been drinking when they ar- 
rested him. He was described 
as remorseful but made no 
statement. A pistol was found 
in his machine. 

Mrs. Bellinger told police she 
and her son were in a bedroom 
shortly before 2 p.m. Bellin- 
ger, who had been in the base- 
ment, came upstairs. Walking 
to the bedroom, Bellinger be- 
gan firing without a word to 
her or her son, Mrs. Bellinger 
related. 


Police learned that Bellinger 
had been drinking in a tavern 
near his home prior to the 
shooting. When leaving the 
place he was reported to have 
remarked, “No one can call me 
a name.” The significance of 
the remark was lost on the bar- 
tender and customers, police 
reported. 

After being viewed by his 
wife at the hospital, Bellinger 
was booked at the Carondelet 
District Station.

HENNINGS ASKS INCREASE 
IN FLOOD CONTROL FUNDS 


Special to the Post-Dispatch 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 — 
Senator Thomas C, Hennings 
Jr. (Dem.), Missouri, asked the 
Army Corps of Engineers today 
to increase the 1957 planning 
allotment for the St. Louis flood 
control project 

He called the present allot- 
ment, $101,000, “totally inad- 
equate and completely dis- 
proportionate to the serious- 
ness of the problem.” He noted 
that the Corps of Engineers had 
told Congress last fall that it 
could expeditiously use $600,- 
000 for planning the project in 
the fiscal year. Total estimated 
cost of advance planning is 
$1,200,000. At the present rate, 
planning would take 12 years 
and construction would require 
additional time, he pointed out. 

In a letter to Maj. Gen. E. C. 
Itschner, assistant chief of en- 
gineers for public works, Hen- 
nings said. “My colleagues in 
Congress and I and all of the 
people in St. Louis look for 
a better alternative than merely 
that the 
unpredictable forces of nature 
will hold off their ravages and 
devastation for almost two de- 
cades.”

The crime rate in 1954 was 
23 per cent higher than in 
1953, and for the first three 
months of 1955 was up 29 per 
cent over the corresponding pe- 
riad of 1954. The rate then de- 
clined after the Police Board 
took measures within its limit- 
ed power to combat criminal ac- 
tivity. 

Increase In Wages. 

Wages of St. Louis policemen 
were increased an average of 
15.3 per cent in a bill approved 

| by the Legislature last March. 
| but two members of the Police 
Board told the committee they 
believed salaries were still 
lower than tbose paid in private 
industry. The salary range now 
is from $3000 a year for turn- 
keys to a maximum of $9990 
for chief of police. 

One mamendment being con- 
sireder to the state laws would 
be to permit assignment of 
more officers to daily periods 
when crimimals are most active.

sources for unproductive pur- 
poses.” 

If resources thus turned into 
productive channels and higher 
living standards, Bulganin said, 
much could be done toward ex- 
panding domestic and interna- 
tional trade and increasing pro- 
duction and employment 

Dodges Question on Eden. 

James C. Hagerty, Presiden- 
tial press secretary, who dis- 
tributed texts of the Eisen- 
hower-Bulganin messages 
gvoided a direct answer to a 
question whether British Prime 
Minister Eden, on his way here 
by ship for talks with the 
President, was informed on 
shipboard of the President's 
views. 

Hagerty said, however, that 
Eden and the leaders of all 
other friendly countries “know 
of the tone” of both the Bul- 
ganin and the Eisenhower let- 
ters. 


Mr. Eisenhower, in his letter, 
noted the United States and 
Russia “are already bound to 
each other by a solemn treaty 
—the Charter of the United Na- 
tions.” 

Mr. Eisenhower said, too, that 
the three major articles in the 
treaty proposcd by Bulganin 
already are covered 
plicit provisions 
Charter. 

These three sections 
(1) bind both countries 
develop friendly relations 
the basis of equal rights, (2 
require the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes by peace- 
ful means and (3) tie the na- 
tions together through strength- 
ened economic, cultural and 
scientific co-operation. 

“The Charter of the United 
Nations,” Mr. Eisenhower said, 
“constitutes a solemn treaty 
not only between your country 
and our own—it is a treaty 
among many countries, all of 
whom are bound to us and to 
each other, and all of whom 
are concerned with world peace 
The American people sincerely 
desire to help make reality of 
these charter goals.” 

Eisenhower went on to say 
that peace depends not only on 
treaty promises but upon the 
friendly spirit that must exist 
among governments 

Reference To Geneva. 

He said he “earnestly hoped” 
for such a spirit to develop 
from last July’s Big Four con- 
ference in Geneva but 

“Unhappily, the American 
people have had sadly to con- 
clude that the events following 
our meeting have not given 
substance to their hope.” 

The President then turned to 
violations, as he regarded them, 
of the Geneva spirit by the 
Russians—on such questions as 
Germany, disarmament and 
freer contacts between East and 
West. 

Mr. Eisenhower said a “‘fur- 
ther deterioration” has occurred 
because the Russians have in 
Various regions “empa! ked upon 
a course which infreases ten- 
sions by intensify\ng hatreds 
and animosities impNcit in his- 
toric international disgutes.’ 

President Eisenhower told 
Bulganin, “I share your convic- 
tion that improvement in Soviet- 
American relations is urgently 
needed.” 

He added, “but frankly. our 
people find it difficult to recon- 
cile what appears to us to be the 
purposes of your govern 
in these areas with your pres- 
ent words — words which 
rightly emphasize the special 
P sponsibility of our govern- 
ments to lessen international 
tension and strengthen confi- 
dence and co-operation between 
states. ... 

“This nation holds out the 
hand of friendship to all who 
would grasp it in sincerity. I 
have often said, and I now re- 
peat, that there is nothing which 
I would not do to promote peace 
with justice for the world. But 
we know that it is deeds and 
Het words alone which count.’ 

Then the President asked 
Bulganin to consider what a 
“vast change” would be brought 
about in the world if there could 
be agreement on Germany, on 
disarmament, and “if there were 
carried out our wartime pledge 
to respect the right of peoples

Such wasteful timber-cutting, | 
they wrote, was always followed 
by fires in the slash, set by the 
livestock farmer in accordance 
with a time-honored custom of 
the region to make the grass 
grow. 

“What he didn’t know,” Hall 
and Hornkohl wrote, “was that 
fire killed out the deep-rooted 
and nutritious native grass and 
encouraged the 
annuals which sprout 
green in May and die with the 
first hot weather of July.”

present state of the relations 
between our countries, I should 
like to impart to you my ideas 
regarding possible means of im- 
proving those relations 

You. 1 am sure, agree with 
that the preesnt interna- 
situation requires. all 
particularly the great 
powers, which bear special re- 
sponsibility for assuring world- 
wide peace and the security of 
nations, to take measures that 
may help further to lessen in- 
ternational tension and 
strengthen confidenee and co- 
operation between states. This 
would satisfy the heartfelt long- 
ing of peoples to live in peace 
and tranquillity and to devote 
their material resources and 
energy to creative and construc- 
tive work, cultural advancement 
and prosperity. 

At the meeting of the heads 
of government of the four pow- 
ers at Geneva, we all expressed 
our readiness to strive for a 
lessening of international ten- 
sion and an improvement in 
relations between states in ac- 
cordance with the principles of 
peaceful coexistence and eco- 
nomic co-operation 

Stresses U.S., Russian Ties. 

There is no doubt that for 
any future lessening of interna- 
tional tension the question of 
relations between the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
has special significance 

This raises the problem of 
the necessity for taking steps to 
improve substantially the rela- 
tions between the Union and 
Soviet Socialist. Republics and 
the United States of America. 
Such improvement of Soviet- 
American relations would be a 
genuine contributien toward 
ameliorating the entire interna- 
tional situation and maintaining 
and consolidating world peace. 

The history of the relations 
between our countries is con- 
vincing proof of the fact that 
their friendly co-operation, 
based on a striving for mutual 
understanding, mutual respect 
for sovereignty, and which was 
later based on the common 
struggle against the forces of 
aggression, satisfies the highest 
interests of the peoples of both 
countrics 

It is certainly not by accident 
that, with the exception of the 
period of foreign intervention 
against fhe young Soviet repub- 


tional 
states, 


lic, the peoples of our states 
have never fought each other: 
that between them there have 
never been and are not now 
anv irreconcilable differences, 
nor any frontiers or territories 


that might become an object of 
dispute or conflict 

This is why the Soviet peo- 
ple received with complete un- 
derstanding your statement at 
the conference of the heads of 


govenment of the four powers 
at Geneva. in which you re- 
marked “The American peo- 
ple would like to be friends of 
the Soviet people There are 
no disputes between the Amer- 
ican and Sovict peoples, there 


are no conflicts between them, 
there is no commercial hostility. 
Historically our peoples have 
always lived in peace.” 


Life itself has proven that 
co-operation between the 
US.S.R. and the U.S.A. has 
been based, not on accidental 


and short-lived motives, but on 
fundamental and enduring in- 
terest This found a signifi- 
manifestation, first of all, 
in the fact that our countries 
were allies during both World 
Wars 
Cites Alliance in War. 

You, as one of the outstand- 
ing military leaders of the anti- 
Hitler coalition, are especially 


aware of the fact that the mili- 
tary co-operation between the 
Soviet Union and the United 
States during the vears of the 
Second World War played a 
most important part in crush- 
ing the common foe—the Fas- 
cist aggressors Bound by the 
ties of bloodshed by the best 


sons of the people of both coun- 
tries, their military § alliance 
which was also shared bv Great 
Britain, France, China. Poland 
Yugoslavia, Czechoslovakia. Nor- 
way, Greece and other coun- 
tries of the coalition of free- 
dom-loving peoples, endured 
with honor all trials of the war. 
which was thrust upon our 
peoples by the forces of aggres- 
sion in the West and in «the 
East 


It is highly regrettable that 
in the postwar period the re- 
lations of friendship and co- 


operation between the USSR 


and the U.S.A. should |. have 
worsened. The impairment of 
relations ‘between the Soviet 


Union and the United States of 
America, whatever the reasons 
may be, is contrary to the in- 
terests of both the Soviet and 
the American peoples and ‘ad- 
versely affects the entire inter- 
national situation 

I am sure that vou. like mv- 
self, are convinced that the dif- 
ferences between the social 
Structures of the U.S.A. and the 
U.S.S.R. should not prevent our 
countries from maintaining the 
political, economic and cultural 
relations in which our peoples 
are interested In the vears 
preceding the Second World 
War, Soviet-American relations 
progressed considerably, espe- 
cially in the economic field. 
During the war the relations 
between our countries reached 
new heights, which was due to 
the wide support of the people 
of our countries and which 
strengthened their mutual sym- 
pathies. This helped shorten 
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ed Treaty HIGHER TAXES 


the war and lessen the sacri- | 
fices of nations. | 
Mention of ‘Cold War.’ 

It is, of course, impossible 
not to take account of the fact 
that during the period of the 
“cold war” between the U.S.S.R. 
and the U.S.A. serious disagree- 
ments have arisen with regard 
to various international prob- 
lems connected with disarma- 
ment, the assurance of security 
in Europe, the German ques- 
tion. together with certain 
problems of the Far East, and 
the importance of the above- 
mentioned problems is recog- 
nized, At the last meeting of 
the foreign minisers of the four 
powers at Geneva, even with 
the narrowing of the gap be- 
tween the positions of both 
sides with regard to individual 


matters wonder discussion, sub- 
stantial divergences became 
manifest and further efforts 


will in time be needed to reach 
the necessary agreement on a 
solution of the above prob- 
lems. 

Nevertheless, a continuation 
of the existing state of Soviet- 
American relations cannot fur- 
ther the settlement of unsolved 
international problems. At the 
same time an improvement in 
Soviet-American relations that 
would satisfy our peoples’s long- 
ings for the furthering of 
friendly relations between our 
countries might create a new 
international atmosphere favor- 
able to the settlement of con- 
troversial questions by means 
of negotiations on a mutually 
acceptable basis 

It is impossible not to see 
that a practical solution of the 
problem of a further lessening 
of international tension and 
strengthening of confidence be- 
tween states, including the im- 
provement of Soviet-American 
relations, is in the interest of 
hoth the Soviet and the Amer- 
ican peoples as well as of all 
other nations. 

I believe that you, Mr. Pres- 
ident. will agree that under 
existing conditions interna- 
tional tension is fraught with 
the possibility of breaking 
the peace, with nations reap- 
ing all the dangerous con- 
sequences thereof. 

Moreover, it is well known 
to everyone that the newest 
implements of war, such as 
atomic and hydrogen weap- 
ons, various instruments of 
present-day jet and rocket 
techniques, as well as other 
kinds of weapons of mass 
destruction, place the peoples 
of all countries in an equally 
dangerous situation in the 
event that international peace 
is disturbed, threatening to 
subject their territories and, 
above all, densely populated 
districts of highly developed 
countries to the devastating 
effects of atomic war. 

At the present time, more 
than ever. it is the duty of each 
state to be concerned with the 
maintenance and strengthening 
of peace, the settlement of in- 
ternational disputes by peaceful 
means alone, in harmony with 
the aims and principles of the 
United Nations. 

There can be no doubt that 
the peoples of the Soviet Union 
and the United States of Ameri- 
ca are equally interested in put- 
ting an end to the armaments 
race. which forces them to waste 
the streneth and resources for 
unproductive purposes. The ex- 
isting armaments race not only 
saddles nations with a heavy 
burden of military expenditures 
and thereby creates obstacles to 
the promotion of their material 
welfare. but also greatly inten- 
sifies the danger of a new war 

The improvement of Soviet- 
American relations would light- 
en the task of putting an end 
to the armaments race and 
would contribute to a _ fuller 
utilization of the economic re- 
sources of states in the interest 
of peace. In this case the re- 
sources now going into unpro- 
ductive military expenditures 
could" be used for purposes of 
improving the material well-be- 
ing of nations, lowering taxes, 
raising real wages, housing and 
public construction, aiding un- 
derdeveloped countries in the 
Interest of peace and of 
strengthening international co- 
operation 

All of this would contribute 
considerably toward the expan- 
sion of the domestic market as 
well the furtherance of in- 
ternational trade and would 
moreover insure a correspond- 
ing increase in production and 
in employment of the popula- 
tion on the basis of an expan- 
sion of the peace economy. 

No War in World. 

The fact should be recog- 
nized that events have recently 
taken place the significance of 
which could not fail to be re- 
flected in the over-all inter- 
national situation. The past year 
was one in which no war was 
being waged in any part of the 
world. Recently certain compli- 


as 


cated international problems 
that had remained unsolved 
after the end of the second 


World War have been settled. 
For the first time since the 
last war, a meeting of the heads 
of government of the four 
powers was held in Geneva, and 
the results achieved by us at 
that meeting were genuinely 
and fervently welcomed by the 


peoples of the entire world as, 


corresponding to 
tions and hopes. 

Recently an improvement has 
been noted in contacts between 


their aspira- 


countries of the East and West, | 


particularly between the Soviet 
Union and the United States of 
America, although it is still far 
from possible to corsider such 
contacts as broad and adequate. 


As for the U.S.S.R. and the 
U.S.A. these expanded con-| 
tacts have shown how great 


are the longings of the peoples 
of our two countries for the fur- 
ther development of such con- 
tacts and of friendly co-opera- 
tion. 

In all these important inter- 
national events, in which the So- 
viet Union has been advocating 
a stronger peace and friendship 
among nations, the _ results 
achieved have to a considerable 
extent been due to the co-oper- 
ation that has taken place be- 
tween our countries. 

1 am genuinely convinced 
that an improvement in Soviet- 
American relations is urgently 
needed. 

In my opinion this purpose 
could be served by the con- 
clusion of a treaty of friend- 
ship .and co-operation 
tween our countries. — 

Such a treaty could make 
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SOVIET PREMIER NIKOLAI BULGANIN and PRESI- 
DENT EISENHOWER in serious moment at the Big Four 
conference in Geneva last July. The President replied 
yesterday to Bulganin’s letter, which was delivered to the | 


a spirit of genuine co-opera- 
tion and mutual understand- 
ing, to develop and strengthen 
the friendly relations  be- 
tween the people of the 
U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A. on 
the basis of the principle of 
equal rights, mutual respect 
for state sovereignty, and 
non-interference in internal 
affairs, and to settle all their 
international disputes, in ac- 
cordance with the provisions 
of the U.N. charter, by peace- 
ful means alone. 


The treaty might also pro- 
vide for the agreement of the 
parties to co-operate in de- 
veloping and _ strengthening 
economic, cultural and scien- 
tific co-operation between the 
U.S.S.R. and the U.S.A., based 
on the principle of mutual 
advantage and equality of 
rights. 


My colleagues and I feel that 
the conclusion of such a treaty 
between the Soviet Union and 


White House last Wednesday. 


the United States of America 
would be an important contriby- 
tion to the development of So- 
viet-American relations and at 
the same time an act of great 
international significance, 

I firmly believe that the pro- 
posal concerning the conclusion 
of a treaty of friendship and co- 
operation between the U.S.S.R. 
and the U.S.A. for the improve- 
ment of Soviet-American rela- 
tions in the interest of strength- 
ening peace and for the further 
lessening of international ten- 
sion will be favorably received 
by you and will evoke a posi- 
tive response from the Soviet 
and American peoples, as well 
as from those of other countries. 

It is my opinion that the spirit 
of the treaty which I propose is 
embodied in the draft enclosed 
herewith.

To Russian Premier’s Letter 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER'S 
LETTER 
Jan. 28, 1956. 
Dear Mr. Chairman: 

I wish to thank you for your 
letter of January twenty-third, 
delivered to me by Ambassa- 
dor Zarubin. I have given it 
careful thought. 

Let me say at the outset thal 
I do indeed believe. that the 
present international situation 
requires all states, particularly 
the great powers, to seek to 
lessen international tension and 
strengthen international confi- 
dence and co-operation 

As the power of destruction 
grows, it becomes imperative 
not merely to strive to control 
and limit that power, but also 
to do away with antagonisms 
which could tempt men to use 
that power. That view, I can 
assure you, is held by the 
people of the United States and 
by their political leaders with- 
out any exception whatsoever 

Il am confident that that view 
is also shared by all the peo- 
ples of the world, and that those 
who have been entrusted with 
political authority have a high 
duty to respond to the univer- 
sal longing of the peoples for 
peace 

Dedicated to Peace. 

As you are good enough to 
recall, i have more than once 
alluded to the immensely val- 
uable asset we have in the his- 
toric friendship’ between our 
peoples. I profoundly believe 
that upon that foundation bet- 
ter political relations could be 
established. I can assure you, 
Mr. Chairman, that there is in 
the whole world no _ people 
more sincerely dedicated to 
building a structure of peace 
than the American people. Our 
whole nation longs for a cessa- 
tion of the strains and dangers 
now present in the internation- 


al situation. There is indeed 
no honorable thing that we 
would not do if we were con- 
vinced that it would promote 


a just peace in the world. 

It is from this viewpoint that 
I have examined your present 
suggestion that the cause of 
peace would now be served by) 
the conclusion between our 
countries of a treaty of friend- 
ship and eo-operation of 20 
years’ duration. 

I first observe that our coun- 
tries are already bound to 
each other by a solemn treaty 
—the charter of the United 
Nations. The treaty which you 
now propose would consist of 
three substantive articles. I ob- 
serve also that each one of 
these is already covered by the 
explicit provisions in this 
United Nations treaty between 
us. 

The first article of your 
draft would bind our two coun- 
tries to develop friendly rela- 
tions between our peoples on 
the basis of equal rights, mu- 
tual respect and non-interfer- 
ence in internal affairs. As 
members of the United Nations 
we are already bound through 
that organization “to develop 
friendly relations among )na- 
tions based on respect for the 
principle of equal rights and 
self-determination of peoples.” 

The second article of vour 
proposed treaty would bind us 
to settle our international dis- 
putes by peaceful means alone. 


This is an undertaking to which

our two countries are already 
bound by the provisions of Ar- 
ticle 2 (3) of the Charter of the 
United Nations whic specifies 
that “all members shall settle 
their international disputes by 
peaceful means.”

But the present state of in- 
ternational tension was not 
prevented by the words of 
the Charter. How can we 
hope that the present situa- 
tion would be cured merely 
by repeating those words in 
a bilateral form? 

1 wonder whether again 
going through a treaty-mak- 
ing procedure, and this time 
on a bilateral basis only, 
might indeed work against 
the cause of peace by crea- 
ting the illusion that a stroke 
of a pen had achieved a re- 
sult which in fact can be ob- 
tained only by a change of 
spirit. 

Friendly collaboration be- 
tween states depends not 
solely upon treaty promises 
but upon the spirit that ani- 
mates the governments of the 
States concerned and upon 
actual performance. 

It was in the hope of pro- 
moting such a spirit and such 
performance that I went to Ge- 
neva last July, a course which 
had no peacetime precedent in 
American history. Despite the 
doubts of many that the mission 
would, in fact, serve any useful 
purpose, I felt that the exist- 
ing situation was so serious that 
chance for improvement, 
however slight, ought to be ne- 
glected. In Geneva you ex- 
pressed similar views and aspi- 
rations 

I had earnestly hoped that 
out of that meeting with you 
and with the heads of govern- 
ment of France and United 
Kingdom would come a better- 
ing of international relations,* 
especially as between the four 
nations there represented and 
in relation to particular prob- 
lems for which our four nations 
had a particular responsibNtty. 

Unhappily the Americat peo- 
ple have had sadly to conclude 
that fhe events following our 
meeting have not given sub- 
stance to their hope. 

Permit me to recall to your 
mind a short record of recent 
events. 

At Geneva we directed our 
Foreign Ministers to propose ef- 
fective means for the solution 
of three specific problems. 

The first of these problems 
was that of European security 
and Germany. We explicitly 
agreed that the settlement of 
the German question and the 
reunification cf Germany by 
means of free elections should 
be carried out in conformity 
with the national interests of 
the German people and the in- 
terests of European security. 
However, despite constructive 
proposals put forward by the 
three Western powers for Ger- 
man reunification and Euro- 
pean security, your government 
felt that it could not at this 
time entertain any proposal 
dealing with the reunification of 
Germany by means of free elec- 
tions 

The second problem was that 
of disarmament. In our Geneva 
discussion of that problem I 
made my “open skies” proposal 
in the hope that we might actu- 
ally do something to convince 
the world that we had no ag- 
gressive purposes against each 
other. But this proposal your 
government rejected at the 
Foreign Ministers’ meeting. 

The third problem was the 
development of contacts be- 
tween East and West. The 
Western Ministers proposed 
many concrete measures to 
bring about closer relations and 
better understanding, none of 
which was accepted by your 
government. Despite that fact 
there has, as you point out, re- 
cently been some improvement 
in contacts between the Soviet 
Union and the United States of 
America. 

A further deterioration has 
taken place because to us it

by intensifying hatreds and 
animosities implicit in historic 
international disputes. I share 
your conviction that an im- 
provement in Soviet-American 
relations is urgently needed. 

But frankly, our people find 
it difficult to reconcile what ap- 
pears to us to be the purposes 
of your government in these 
areas with your present words 
—words which so rightly em- 
phasize the special responsi- 
bility of our governments to 
lessen international tension and 
strengthen confidence and co- 
operation between states. 

Hand of Friendship. 

I deal with the history of 
this past year solely for the 
purpose of enabling us with 
better prospect of success to 
chart our future. This nation 
holds out the hand of friend- 
ship to all who would grasp it 
in sincerity. I have often said, 
and i now repeat, that there is 
nothing I would not do to 
promote peace with justice for 
the world. But we know that it 
is deeds and not words. alone 
which count. 

Consider, Mr. Chairman, what 
a vast change would be effected 


not only in our relations but. 


throughout the entire world if 


there were prompt measures to | 


reunify Germany in freedom 
within the framework of securi- 
ty; if there were carried out 
our wartime pledge to respect 
the right of peoples to choose 
the form of government under 
which they will live; if there 
were arranged such mutual 
opening of our countries to in- 
spection that the possibilities 
of surprise attack would vanish 
and if reductions of armament 
were made practical, with the 
release of productive power for 
the betterment of 
Consider, also, the mountain of 
distrust and misunderstanding 
that would disappear if our 
peoples freely exchanged news, 
information, visits and ideas. 

These are all matters which 
you and I have discussed to- 
gether at Geneva. They are 
results to which my nation re- 
mains dedicated and toward 
which we are prepared at any 
moment,to move in a spirit of 
May I hope, from 
your letter, that you too are 
dedicated to these great ends? 

I shall look forward to re- 
ceiving a further expression of 
your views.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 28— 
Democratic and Republican 
leaders agreed yesterday on 
higher taxes to pay for the 
federal share of a proposed 51 
billion-dollar-highway program, 

Speaker Sam Rayburn (Dem.), 
Texas, told reporters after a 
closed-door meeting with key 
congressmen of both parties 
that the new taxes would prob- 
ably include a one-cent in- 
crease in the present two-cent 
federal tax on gasoline. He also 
predicted there would be high- 
er taxes on diesel fuel and tires. 

Representative Joseph W., 
Martin Jr. of Massachusetts, 
House Republican leader, said 
that there ‘‘seemed to be agree- 
ment—I wouldn't say unani- 
mous—that to get a highway 
bill we will have to have higher 
taxes.” 

Bond Plan Abandoned. 

Martin said the Administra- 
tion had abandoned its original 
plan to finance the building 
program with a bond issue, and 
would probably support the 
move for new taxes. The bond- 
financing plan brought strong 
opposition from Democrats and 
stalled the bill in the last ses- 
sion of Congress. 

The highway bill calls for a 
13-year program to be financed 
by federal] spending of about 37 
billion dollars and state contri- 
butions of about 14 billions. 

In addition to the one-cent 
hike in the gasoline tax, the con- 
ference tentatively agreed on a 
4-cent increase in taxes on die- 
sel fuel; an increase of 2 per 
cent in the taxes on trucks, 
busses and trailers; a 12-cent a 
pound increase on tubeless 
tires; and a 25-cent a pound in- 
crease on camelback, a material 
used to re-cap tires. 

The new taxes would yield 
slightly more than 14 billion 
dollars over a 15-year period, 


Added to an expected $21, 
825,000,000 total . yield from 
present taxes, the increases 


would approach 36 billion dol- 
lars, about one billion dollars 
short of the federal outlay con- 
templated in the program. 

Rayburn said a_ tax-raising 
bill would be introduced in the 
House probably next week, by 
Representative Hale Boggs 
(‘Dem.), Louisiana. He said the 
House Ways and Means Com- 
mittee would hold public hear- 
ings, probably lasting about a 
week, and then approve a tax 
program. The tax bill will then 
be incorporated into the high- 
way bill before it is sent to the 
floor.

One could hardly expect them to quit 
the field without some show of resistance 
in the first legislative sessions since May 
31 when the Supreme Court explained 
how school integration is to be carried out. 
Southern politicians have marched too 
long under the banners of white suprem- 
acy and segregation to let them be shot 
out of. their hands without letting off a 
few shots themselves. 


No Sudden Capitulation. 

This is not to say there will be a sud- 
den capitulation throughout the South. No 
one expects that. The old issues will con- 
tinue to get votes in the rural “Black 
Belt,” where Negro population runs from 
50 to 84 per cent, until segregation is 
carried out there—and that may be some 
time: but on a state-wide basis the picture 
is changing rapidly.

South Carolina, Georgia, Mississippi, 
Alabama and Virginia where most of the 
“Black Belt” counties are found, have 
gone to the most extreme lengths in their 
efforts to circumvent the Supreme Court 
decision. Legal authorities unofficially 
have expressed doubt about the constitu- 
tionality of most of the evasive maneuvers. 


Georgia, Alabama and Mississippi have 
given their legislatures or their governors 
authority to abolish public schools, and 
Georgia and Alabama have made an effort 
to legalize use of state funds for support 
of private schools, Virginia recently ap- 
proved a constitutional convention fo 
authorize abolition of public schools and 
use of public funds for segregated private 
schools. South Carolina’s appropriation 
bills for education provide that teachers’ 
salaries and other expenses may be met 
only for segregated schools. 


N. Carolina More Conservative. 

North Carolina has been more conserva- 
tive under the administration of Gov. 
Luther Hodges who is expected to seek 
renomination in May. He is opposed to 
abolishing public schools and has ex- 
pressed grave doubts about the constitu- 
tionality of using public funds for pay- 
ment of tuition in segregated private 
schools. One means of evasion that North 
Carolina has is the pupil assignment law 
which authorizes local school authorities 
to designate which school a pupil is to 
attend. This measure, like similar ones 
in South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi, carefully provides, of course, 
that “race” ig not to be a consideration in 
making pupil assignments. Virginia plans 
to enact such a law. 

Georgia's defense against desegregation 
includes a law making it a felony for any 
school official to spend money for a de- 
segregated school and a bill which would 
empower the attorney general to enjoin 
threatened violation of segregation laws. 

A Georgia Board of Education rule re- 
voxes “forever” the license of any teacher 
who “supports, encourages, condones or 
agrees to teach mixed grades,” and pro- 
vides that a teacher may be discharged 
for joining or contributing to the National 
Association for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. Bishop Randolph R. Clai- 
borne Jr. of the Episcopal dioceses of 
Atlanta has described this rule as “an 
effort to bring about state control of 
thought, opinion and expression that lines 
up with Nazi Germany or Communist 
Russia.”

Those who dre trying to arrange things 
so Mr. Eisenhower will run refuse to dis- 
cuss whom they would support if the 
President says no. There is an obvious 
understanding among the highest govern- 
mental and political officials against ex- 
pressing any preference for a candidate 
other than Mr. Eisenhower. Over the past 
four months, virtually every Washington 
reporter has tried to get some tangible 
evidence that members of the inner circle 
have any real reason for believing that 
the President will or will not run. There 
is no evidence that these insiders have 
been taken into the President's confidence 
as yet. 


Lacking such information, these offi- 
cials are doing what comes naturally in 
politics—they try to give the impression 
that they really know something and duck 
all inquiries about what they are going to 
do if the President doesn't run. The stock 
reply to all questioners is, “We are still 
hopeful (or certain) that he will run.” 


In their off-the-record talk with report- 
ers, the only possibility a few would dis- 
cuss was Chief Justice Earl Warren, who 
announced last spring that his decision 
against re-entering politics was “irrevoca- 
ble.” Before and after this announcement, 
the Chief Justice has led all Republicans 
except the President in the newspaper 
polis, and the politicians have questioned 
reporters as to whether they thought the 
Chief Justice would accept a draft, par- 


ticularly if the President asked him to 
accept the nomination.

The casual reader cannot check the 
accuracy or objectivity of Time. His 
memory rarely stretches back past last 
week's issue. However, since Time has 
bound its back issues and put them on 
reserve in the library, its objectivity can 
be examined. We have decided to do 
this by comparing Time’s reporting of 
the same men and the same events dur- 
ing the Democratic Administration of 
1946-52, and the Republican Administra- 
tion of 1952-55. 

Take the income 
tax. The “average 
American” was bent 
over by his tax bur- 
den during the 
Democratic years. 
Thus: “This week 
once again, the 
American taxpayer 

. was working 
over his income-tax 
return. Hé did not 
do the job happily. 

. The blow, in 
full and crushing 
measure, now lands 
each March 15 on Le OD Beeahe. 
the chin of a fellow Dwight DU. Gisenhower 
named John Q.” (March 10, 1952). 

But in 1955: “ . . . 60 million Amer- 
icans have by this week signed their 
1954 income-tax forms. . . They did 
this, wonderful to tell, without riots or 
protest. It has become more and 
more unfashionable to criticize the in- 
come-tax level” (April 18, 1955). 


The sudden glow which accompanied 
the Republican Administration’ even 
transformed personalities. George E. Al- 
len, when in the Truman Administra- 
tion, was worked over as follows: 


“Last week .. . The President (Tru- 
man) eased his croniest crony, George 
E. Allen, into the Board of Directors 
of the Reconstruction Finance Corpora- 
tion.” (Jan. 28, 1946). “George is all 
the more remarkable because, to the 
naked eye, he is a clown.” (Aug. 12, 
1946). 

But behold: “Last week the 
President (Eisenhower) chatted quietly 
with golfing companion George E 
Allen, Washington lawyer and friend of 
Presidents.”” (Dec. 14, 1954). 

Time's technique is perhaps best re- 
vealed in its weekly column on the 
presidency. Its reports are able to rise 
above objectivity and perceive distinc- 
tions where none are apparent. 


Thus, “President Truman flapped 
open his leather notebook, and began 
in his usual flat tone to read his mes- 
sage to Congress on the State of the 
Union. When he finished 45 minutes 
later, he had made little news.” (Jan. 
21, 1952). 

However, “President Eisenhower's 
1955 State of the Union speech had 
sweep and calm and balance”; and al- 
though “it elaborated the obvious, per- 
haps that was precisely what the nation 
needed.” (Jan. 17, 1955). 

The casual observer might also have

Time magazine has once again dem- 
onstrated, by its selection of General 
Motors’ Harlow Curtice as its man of 
the year, that it is a propaganda organ 
for big business.

F I had heeded the desire of my family, I would 


have made plans to leave the White House at the 


end of my first term. I took no steps and made no 


moves at any time to discourage anyone from seeking 


nomination to succeed me. From a personal stand- 


point, I had no desire, just as I had none in 1944, to 
undertake a national political campaign merely for the 
sake of gratifying priviate ambitions. I had already 
been President of the United States for more than 
three and a half years. 

The compelling motive in my decision to run for the 
Presidency in 1948 was the same as it had been in 
1944. There was still “unfinished business” confront- 
ing the most successful sixteen years of Democratic 
administration in the history of the country. The hard 
earned reforms of the years since 1932 which insured a 
better life for more people in every walk of American 
life were taking permanent root in the 1940's. These 
benefits were still vulnerable to political attack by re- 
actionaries and could be lost if not safeguarded by a 
vigilant Democratic administration. 


I never wanted to fight for myself or to oppose others 
just for the sake of elevating myself to a higher office. I 
would have been happy to have continued serving my com- 
munity as a Courfty Judge. I would have been even hap- 
pier as a Senator, and would have been content to stay en- 
tirely clear of the White House. I had accepted the nom- 
nation as Vice President not with a sense of triumph but 
with a feeling of regret at having to give up an active role 
in the Senate. 


Why Mr. Truman Thought He Had to Fight. 


I have been asked how I could have a part in a cam- 
paign for a fourth term for Franklin D. Roosevelt in 1944 
against my conviction that no President should serve more 
than two terms. 

The answer is simple—I knew what would have hap- 
pened in 1944 if Roosevelt and his ideals were not allowed 
to continue through those extremely critical times. If the 
forces of reaction could gain control during the emergency 
when both domestic and foreign affairs were in a danger- 
ously volatile condition, I knew that within a matter of 
months the postwar period would witness the repeal or nulli- 
fication of much of the enlightened social program for which 
Roosevelt and the Democrats had fought so hard over the 
past sixteen years. Even though the President was physical- 
ly not as strong, he was a sure winner for the forces of 
liberalism, and I wanted to do all I could to help. 

Again in 1948 there was no doubt as to the course 1 had 
to take. The course of freedom was being challenged again 
—this time from a new and poweriul quarter, Soviet Russia 

I felt that just as my years in the Senate had prepared 


me for the Presidency, the years I spent serving out the 
term of Roosevelt prepared me to carry out our proposed 
program of domestic development and toreign security) I 
also felt. without undue ego, that this was no time for a 


new and inexperienced hand to take over the government and 
risk the interruption of our domestic program and put a 
dangerous strain on our delicately balanced foreign policy 

Many things combined to convince me that I had to 
make a fight for it—the threat being posed by Russian im- 
perialist Communism; the misguided clamor for appeasement 
in the name of peace as advocated by the so-called Wallace 
Progressives; the large block of traditional Republican isola- 
tionalists: and. the coalition of Southern Democrais and 
Northern Republicans, who hoped to compel the repeal of a 
great.deal of New Deal legislation and a return to the 
laissez-faire doctrine of pre-depression days. These forces 
had to be defeated or our country would be thrown back 
to the hard times of reaction. 

Down figaagh the history of the Presidency of the 
United States. a succession of strong liberal Presidents had 
fought the fight for liberalism and for a better life for the 
common mat: Jefferson, Jackson, Lincoln, Theodore Roose- 
velt, Wilson, Franklin Roosevelt. With such a heritage 
handed down to me, I could not reject lightly the opportunity 
and the responsibility which were mine in 1948. I had to 
make a fight for its continuation. If I could keep the 
thread unbroken J thought it my duty to try to by participat- 
ing in a Presidential campaign. I saw no reason for 
sidering any other course of action. 


Record of the G.O.P. 80th Congress. 


It seemed to me that the only possible argument the 
opposition could advance in asking the voters to turn the 
Executive Department over to them in 1948 was a desire 
for a change after sixteen years of control of the govern- 
ment by the Democrats. But the voters’ action in 1946 had 
put a Republican Congress in legislative control, and in my 
coming campaign to persuade the voters that the time ftor 
a change had not yet come, it was obvious that the 80th 
Congress woyld stick out like a sore thumb. It was my 
Exhibit A. 

The Republican 80th Congress, in control of national 
legislation for the first time in fourteen years, had managed 
te reverse the sound democratic policies of collective bar- 
gaining. social security, rent controls, price controls and 
other instruments of government designed to insure equa)l- 
ity of privilege for the great majority of people. Instead, 
the Congress had ignored the repeated recommendations of 
the President and had yielded to the pressures and lobbies 
of special privilege in housing, in prices, in taxes, in agri- 
culture. in labor and industrial relations, in foreign trade, 
and in virtually every other major field of national and 
international policy 

The 80th Congress, in short, had shown that the Repub- 
lican Party had always been, and continued to be, the party 
of special privilege. That is why I made it clear in every 
one of my campaign speeches that in reality there was just 
one issue for the people to vote on—the choice between 
special interests and the public welfare. : 

I was sure that the American people would agree with 
me, if they had all the facts. I knew, however, that the 
Republican-controlled press and radio would be against me, 
and my only remaining hope of communicating with the peo- 
ple was to get the message to the people in a personal way. 

The figures showed that approximately ninety percent 
of the press and radio opposed me and supported the other 
candidates. This was to be expected, as most were owned, 
operated, or subsidized by the same private interests that 
always benefitted from Republican economic policies. Even 
the segments of the press and radio which were not directly 
controlled by anti-administration interests depended to a 
great extent upon the advertising revenue which came from 
the wealthy. and often selfish, private groups. The power 
companies, for instance, purchased millions of dollars worth 
of newspaper and magazine space in which to attack the 
public utility program of the Federal Government. Other 
lobbies and pressure groups, like the National Association of 
Manufacturers and the United States Chamber of Commerce, 
were constant contributors to press and radio in the guise 
of advertisers and sponsors. 


‘Kept Press and Paid Radio.’ 


My chief objection was not to the space and time which 
were purchased by the Republicans, because the same were 
for sale to the Democrats. I did resent, however, the com- 
monplace practice of distorted editorials and slanted head- 
lines in the press and of outright misrepresentation in the 
daily offerings of the columnists and commentators. The 
worst offense of all was the editing and distorting of the 
facts in the news. 

If the facts were presented in the news columns of the 
press and in the newscasts over the air, I was satisfied, and 
paid no attention to expressions of opinion or character 
assassinations by certain columnists and commentators. But 
the danger which I saw was the confusion of fact with mere 
speculation, by which readers and listeners were undoubtedly 
misguided and intentionally deceived. The attempts of the 
gossip and scandal columnists and commentators were usually 
obvious and therefore of no consequence, but when the seri- 


con- 


_ ous analysts and “ivory tower” critics strayed from the facts 


—as they frequently did—the public was in danger of being 
misled by those in whom it had placed some degree of cre- 
dence and confidence. It is common knowledge that the mere 
fact that a statement appears in print makes it credible to 
many people. 

It was my conviction that the major media of commu- 
nication had failed in their responsibility to present facts as 
facts and opinion as opinion. It seemed to me that many 
owners, publishers and columnists of the press and radio 
were deliberately irresponsible during a time of extreme 
importance to the people of the United States and that they 
were not living up to the responsibilities attached to the 

, constitutional privileges of freedom of the press and free- 
, dom of speech. As far as | was concerned, they had sold out 
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to the special interests, and that is why I referred to them in 
my campaign speeches as the “kept press and paid radio.” 

Too many candidates have lived in fear of the press and 
radio and have courted their good will as if the outcome of 
the election depended upon it. But I had learned the error 
of this idea in my own political life. In my own state I al- 
ways faced the overwhelming majority of press opposition. I 
overcame it at every turn, and never had any respect for the 
so-called political iniluence of the press. My opinion has 
not changed over the years. Any good politician with nerve 
and a program that is right can win in the face of the stiffest 
oppcsition 

My familiarity with the history of past Presidential cam- 
paigns was another factor which kept me from worrying 
about the press opposition which I faced in 1948. Since the 
election of Jefferson in 1800 there had been thirty-six Presi- 
dential campaigns in which the press had supposedly played 
an important part. In eighteen of these campaigns ‘the press 
had supported the losing candidate, and in the other eighteen 
it had been behind the winner. This was the clearest proof I 
needed that I had nothing to fear regarding the influence of 
the newspapers and the newer medium of radio. 


‘Not Brought Up to Run Away From Fight.’ 


It was not an encouraging situation that confronted me. 
but I was not brought up to run away from a fight when the 
tight is tor what is right. -Supposedly scientific predictions 
that I could not win did not worry me one bit. 

Public opinion polls had reached their peak as an Amer- 


ican institution during the summer of 1948. Several of these, 


such as those conducted by George Gallup and Elmo Roper, 
had established reputations for accuracy that' were quite im- 
pressive, and many politicians, newspapermen, businessmen 
and labor leaders began to look to these surveys as a guide 
to their actions 

Almost unanimously, the polls taken before the 1948 
Democratic convention showed my popularity with the 
American people to have hit an all-time low. This was a 
condition which resulted from the efforts made by the 


American press to misrepresent me and to make my program, 


staff appear in the worst light possible. The 
charts indicated that I had gone from an approval of some- 
where around 70 percent of the total population immediately 
after I had succeeded to the Presidency to the neighborhood 
Of 36 percent in the spring of 1948. 

Although the polls did not bother me personally, I was 
aware that some of the Democratic leaders were discouraged 
by the dismal picture being painted by the forecasters. I saw 
that the press was giving widespread publicity to the predica- 
tions that the voters would repudiate me and my administra- 
tion in the fall elections, and I had learned from experience 
that false propaganda can mislead even the most intelligent 
and well-meaning people 

I knew that I had to do something about this concerted 
effort of the pollsters and the Republican-controlled press to 
drug the populace with their statistics and propaganda. Even 
some of my closest friends and advisers were counseling me 
to change my mind about going after the nomination in July. 

Early in May I had an idea—perhaps the only one that 
the critics admitted was entirely my own. In order to circum- 
vent the gloom and pessimism being spread by the polls and 
by false propaganda jin the press, I decided that I would go 
directly to the people in all parts of the country with a per- 
sonal message from the President. It would mean riding 
thousands of miles by tfain and making talks at all hours at 
stops along the way where crowds could be assembled to 
hear the facts. But it was the only alternative. 

Two Presidents before me had undertaken tours similar 
to the one I planned. Andrew Johnson had “swung around the 
circle’ between Chicago and Washington seeking support for 
his reconstruction plan, which was violently opposed by the 
Congress. He was treated unmercifully by the Radicals and 
by the partisan press of that day, and ended his tour dis- 
couraged and deteated 

Woodrow Wilson's trip across the country to plead the 
cause of the League of Nations in 1920 was another experi- 
ence which ended in misfortune. When his health broke, he 
was unable to continue his appearances, and the train which 
took him back to Washington was virtually a funeral train. 

Like the tours of Johnson and Wilson, the one which I 
planned in June of 1948 was to inform the people what the 
President and his administration were doing in the face of 
the false reports that were being disseminated. 

I traveled all the way to the West Coast and back, 
making seventy-six speeches in the cities, towns, and villages 
along the way. I had never lost the faith, as some of those 
around me seemed to, and I found renewed encouragement 
and confidence in the response that came from the crowds 
which gathered at all the train stops on this first tour. 

I tried a method of speaking which I had not used before, 
except on informal occasions. On the seventy-six speeches 
which I made on their tour, seventy-one were “off the cuff.” 
I used notes sometimes to adapt my statements to local 
interests, but these were never more than a few lines and 
were usually handed to me only a minute or so before I began 
speaking. 

My first formal experience at extemporaneous speaking 
had come just a few weeks before I opened the whistle-stop 
tour in June. After reading an address to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors in April, I decided to talk 
“off the cuff’ on American relations with Russia. When I 
finished my remarks, about thirty minutes later, I was sur- 
prised to get the most enthusiastic applause that I had ever 
received from a group made up mainly of Republicans. 

On May 14th I again tried my hand at speaking without 
a manuscript when I addressed a rally of the Young Demo- 
crats in Washington. A New York newspaper called the 
speech “a fighting one in the new Truman manner.” I decided 
that if speaking without a prepared copy or getting away from 
reading a prepared text was more effective in getting my 
ideas and feelings across, I would use that method on the 
trainside talks which I planned to make in the future. It was 
a style which I was to follow in my acceptance speech at the 
Democratic convention and in most of the speeches which I 


was to deliver in the campaign from Labor Day up to the 
November election. 


Threat of Party Split Over Civil Rights. 


One aspect of the political situation in 1948 which dis- 
mayed most of my supporters and advisers was the threat 
of a split within the Democratic Party over the issue of civil 
rights. The defection by some of the southern states, notably 
South Carolina, Alabama and Mississippi, was something 
which I had anticipated, however, since I first took a stand 
as President on this greatly misunderstood and misrepre- 
sented subject. 

he beginning of this splinter opposition dated all the 
way back to December 5, 1946, when I had appointed a com- 
mittee to investigate and report on the status of civil rights 
in America. I took this action because of the repeated anti- 
minority incidents immediately after the war in which homes 
were invaded, property was destroyed and a number of inno- 
cent lives were taken. 

I directed that the committee's survey should not be 
confined to the problem of any one mimority group but should 
extend to all areas of racial and religious discrimination. 
It was a simple approach to one of the oldest problems of a 
democratic society, yet the leaders of “white supremacy” 
began at once their campaign of demagoguery to attempt to 
nullify my efforts to develop Federal safeguards against 
racial discrimination. It was this movement which culminated 
in the bolt of part of the southern bloc in 1948 under the 
misleading name of States’ Rights Democrats. 

I asked for specific civil rights legislation in my mes- 
sage to the Congress on February 2, 1948, to enact these 
recommendations into law. At the same time I urged the 
abolition of segregation and discrimination in the use of 
transportation facilities by both public officers and the em- 
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ployees of private companies throughout the country. And 
later I incorporated these recommendations into the 1948 
platform of the Democratic Party. 


Party Platform ‘a Promise to the Public.’ 

The platform of a political party is a promise to the 
public. Unless a man can run on his party's platform—and 
try to carry it out, if elected—he is not an honest man. All 
campaign oratory that is not based on principles and issues 
represented in a definite platform is sheer demagoguery. 
When a party has no principles and issues on which to stand, 
it invariably turns to personalities and ‘to the use of the 
big lie technique, ignoring the only basis upon which a 
political campaign can be logically conducted. 


I was one of those who had helped write the Demo- 
cratic. Party platform in my own state during the 1934, 
1938 and 1942 campaigns and the national platform in 1936, 
1940 and 1944. I believed in the principles these platforms 
advanced, and when I was elected President, I tried to carry 
out the platform promises that had been made. The basic 
principle in all of those platforms was the benefit ‘of the 
average man who has no pull in Washington. To me, party 
platforms are contracts with the people, and I always looked 
upon them as agreements that had to be carried out. That 
is why I was perfectly willing to risk defeat in 1948 by 
sticking to the éivil rights plank in my platform 

There 


anxious to 


were people around me, of course, who were 
prevent any sort of a split in the Democratic 
Party, and efforts were made to soften the approach to the 
civil rights issue. I would not stand for any double talk on 
this vital principle, however, and insisted on plain language 
being used. Members of the Cabinet and others warned me 
that I was riding to a defeat if I stuck to my FEPC orders 
and if I did not let up on the battle for civil rights legisla- 
tion. But I wanted to win the fight by standing on my 
platform, or lose it the same way. 


Bolt of the States’ Rights Democrats. 


Every Democratic platform since 1932 has stressed the 
devotion of our party to the constitutional ideal of civil 
rights. But what aroused many southerners now was that 
I meant to put this pledge into practice. When the south- 
erners saw in 1948 that I meant to put it into effect, they 
bolted the party. When J. Strom Thurmond, the governor 
of South Carolina, who headed the revolt, made his dramatic 
departure from the convention floor in Philadelphia with his 
followers, he was asked by a reporter to clarify his position 

“President Truman is only fol:owing the platform that 
Roosevelt advocated,” the reporter pointed out 

“IT agree,” Thurmond replied, “but Truman 
means it.’ 

The States’ Rights Democrats claimed that this was not 
a bolt from the Democratic Party. They said that they rep- 
resented the true Democrats of the Southland. It was a bolt. 
It also was a manifestation of prejudice. I had seen at first 
hand a similar reaction in 1928 when Al Smith ran for the 
Presidency on the Democratic ticket. I was very active 
in Jackson County politics at that time and did every thing 
I could to carry the county for him. Still, because of anti- 
Catholic prejudice, our traditionally Democratic county vot- 
ed Smith down by 30,000 votes. Because of the success of 
that prejudice the belief was then stated that no Catholic, 
Jew or Negro could ever hold high public office again. That 
was twenty-five years ago, and the prejudice has now become 
much less apparent, although it has just to be overcome. 
Hitler’s persecution of the Jews did much to awaken Amer- 
icans to the dangerous extremes to which prejudice can be 
carried if allowed to control government actions. 

I never did believe that the great mass of southerners 
had the same viewpoint as the minority Dixiecrat contin- 
gent. I was raised as a violently prejudiced southerner my- 
self, and I believe the vast majority of good southerners un- 
derstand that the blind prejudices of past generations can- 
not continue in a free republic. Much progress in civil 
rights has been made voluntarily by the South itself; and 
it was to help and to speed this progress that my program 
was designed. It was because they understood this that 
the reasoning people of the eleven states that had once 
formed the Confederacy did not withdraw from the Demo- 
cratic convention and join with the splinter party. 


1948 Situation ‘Without Comparable Precedent.’

In addition to the fac- 
was preparing to withdraw its support from me 
and to pick an alternate candidate on the platform of States’ 
Rights Democrats, there were the so called Progressives 
under the leadership of another Democrat, Henry Wallace 

Under President Roosevelt, Wallace had served as one 
of the best Secretaries of Agriculture this country ever had, 
and he enjoyed considerable personal prestige as Vice Presi- 
dent during Roosevelt's third term. He was not an opponent 
to be discounted, and it was predicted that he would get 
a large vote 

After I became President, I found it necessary to part 
with Henry Wallace when I found him interfering with 
my conduct of foreign policy. He had consistently main- 
tained that I was too rough in dealing with the Soviets and 
that peace could be obtained if we were more conciliatory 
in OUr approach. 

ere was, however, a sinister aspect to the Wallace 
movement. It provided a front for the Communists to in- 
filtrate the political life of the nation and spread confusion. 
Without the conscious knowledge of many members of the 
new Progressive Party, the Reds were working swiftly and 
skillfully to gain control of the nominating convention and to 
dominate party committees and the platform. 

Wallace, himself, who seemed to have been transformed 
into a mystic with a zeal that verged on fanaticism, was 
apparently unaware of the purpose to which the Communists 
were putting his ‘progressive’ movement. I always felt that 
he was an honest man and a faithful public servant but that 
he simply did not understand what was happening. 

I realized that the Progressives would cost me votes, 


but, like the Dixiecrats, they stood for principles which I 
knew I must reject. 


Third Split: Pro-Eisenhower Movement. 


My nomination tor the Presidency by the Democratic 
Party in 1948 was also challenged by a third movement within 
the ranks. This threatened to develop at any time during the 
spring into a full-fledged boom for General Dwight D. 
Eisenhower 

Among the chief agitators who claimed that I wags not 
perpetuating the New Deal policies of President 
were the late President's sons, James and Elliott, former 
Cabinet members James F. Byrnes and Harold Ickes, and 
Senator Claude Pepper of Florida. There were many others 
who felt that because the press! and the polls made it appear 
that my chances of success in the campaign were falling away 
to almost nothing, someone else should get the Democratic 
Party nomination. 

General Eisenhower, who was at the peak of his popular- 
ity after his brilliant military accomplishments of World 
War II, seemed to be the logical choice for those who sought 
a dark horse candidate to oppose me for the nomination. The 
professional liberals who were attempting to promote him as 
the Democratic nominee showed, however, that they were not 
familiar with the history and procedure of political conven- 
tions. When the President is sitting in the White House, the 
National Convention of his party has never gone against his 
recommendations in the choice of a candidate or in the for- 
mation of a platform on which that 
operate. 

In 1948 I was in a position to contro] the nomination. 
When I had made up my mind to run, those in the party who 
turned against me could do nothing to prevent it. For this 
reason, Thurmond and Wallace had to bolt the Democratic 
Party and stir up their own following. If Eisenhower had 
gone after the Democratic nomination, there would have been 
a four-way split in the party, but otherwise the situation 
would have remained unchanged. Presidential control of the 
convention is a political principle which has not been violated 
in political history. 


Mr. Truman Talks With Gen. Eisenhower. 


The boom for Eisenhower never developed in 1948 be- 
cause the General resisted the efforts of those who tried to 
change his mind. The rumor that Eisenhower would run 
probably had its origin in the White House. In one of his 
calls on me as Chief of Staff, the General and I had a dis- 
cussion of politics and military heroes. I asked him if he 
intended to run for President. He told me that he had no 
intention of running for the office and cited a letter which 
he had written to a friend in which he had given reasons for 
his decision not to run. In that letter, which had been re- 
leased in January of that year, Eisenhower wrote: “The 
necessary and wise subordination of the military to civil 
power will be best sustained when life-long professional sol- 
diers abstain from seeking high political office.” 

Eisenhower showed me this letter, and I told him that I 
thought he was using good judgment. I said that I did not 
think he could add anything to his splendid carter, and that 
the only thing he would accomplish by getting into politics 
would be to detract from his reputation, just as General 
Grant did when he was inveigled into running. A political 
position, I told Eisenhower, is far different from a military 
one. The head of a military organization is not subject to 
attack by his underlings, but a President has no underlings 
and must expect attacks from every source. 

I personally felt that, regardless of Eisenhower's chances 
as an independent in 1948, the statement which most effec- 
tively summed up that situation was the one by Speaker of 
the House Sam Rayburn, who did not go along with the move 
by the professional liberals to run the General for the Presi- 
dency. Rayburn put it this way: “No, won't do. Good man, 
but wrong business.”

As Secretary of State, Dulles 
has set himself the task of 


averting war and of accom- 
plishing “an achievement with- 
out precedent.” 

Leans On Military Might. 

The policies that Dulles has 
followed have leaned heavily 
on the military power of the 
United States. He has accepted 
military-type strategic thinking, 
the balancing of opposing mili- 
tarv power, to such a degree 
that it may be said the thinking 


of the State Department has 
become militarized 

Quite definite ideas have 
guided Dulle®. He is convinced 
that manv wars would have 
been averted if the aggressor 
know that his aggression 
would be resisted. “Many be- 
lieve,” he wrote, “that if the 


Kaiser had known in advance 
that his attack on France would 
have brought England, and 
then the United States, into 
the fray, he would never have 
made that attack.” 

‘‘Many also believe,” he con- 
tinued, “that if Hitler had 
known that his war would in- 


volve the United States, he 
would not have started it.” 
Dulles also believes that 
Stalin would not have wn- 
leashed the Korean war had he 
known that the United States 
would defend South NKorea 
One of his principles, there 
fore. is that there should be no 


uncertainty in the mind of po 
tential aggressors about the 
United States position 

A second guiding, idea is that 


peace cannot be won by ap- 
peasement In an address 
March 29, 1954, speaking of 
Southeast Asia, he said that ag- 


gression there should not be 
passively accepted, “but should 
be met by united action. This 
might involve serious risks. But 
these risks are far less than 
those that will face us a few 
vears from now if we dare not 
be resolute today.” 

‘Necessary to Take Risks.’ 

“Sometimes it is necessary to 
take risks to win peace,’ he 
continued, “just as it is neces- 
sary in. war to take risks to win 
victory. The chances for peace 
are usually bettered by letting 
a potential aggressor know in 
advance where his afgression 
could lead him.”

Dulles was faced with a situ- 
ation where the United Siates 
did not have the resources to 
be strong everywhere. ‘There 
i no local’ defense,” he de- 
clared Jan. 12, 1954, “which 
alone will contain the mighty 
land power of the Communist 
world.” 

It was this situation which 
forced him to enunciate the 
strategy of massive retaliation 
“We need allies and collective 
security," he declared in the 
same address. “Our purpose is 
to make these relations more ef- 
fective, less costly. This can be 
done by placing more reliance 
on deterrent power, less depend- 
ence on local defense. ... Local 
defenses must be reinforced by 
the further deterrent of massive 
retaliatory power... . The basic 
decision (by the National Se- 
curity Council) was to depend 
primarily upon a great capacity 
to retaliate, instantly, by means 
and at places of our own choos- 
ing 

The deterrent strategy was 
not new. The Strategic Air Com- 
mand had been formed vears be- 
fore with that in view. The idea 
of deterrence up to that time 
was directed only in view of a 
major war, but Dulles now ap- 
plied it to the possible minor 
wars that might occur around 
the Soviet perimeter. 

What Allies Feared. 

To our allies it appeared that 
Dulles was determined to bomb 
Peiping or Moscow over a minor 
war and thus turn it into a great 
war. The Secretary of State has 
had to explain many times since 
then that this was not his idea. 

In Foreign Affairs Quarterly 
for April 1954, he published a 
revision of his Jan. 12 address. 
“The free world.” he wrote 
then, “must have the means for 
responding effectively on a se- 
lective basis when it chooses. 
It must not put itself in the po- 
sition where the only response 
open to it is general war.” | 

In an address last Dec. 8 he | 
further clarified his thesis. | 
“Our capacity to retaliate,” he | 
said, “must be, and is, massive 
in order to deter all forms of 
aggression. But if we have to 
use that capacity, such use 
would be selective and adapted 
to the occasion.” 

Deterrence became a popular 
word and it was not well liked 
in the Pentagon except by the 
Air Force. The Army and Navy 
at that time thought of deter- | 
rence solely in terms of nuclear 
hombing by the Air Force. 
They feared that the idea of |

Dulles’s deterrent strategy has 
turned into “graduated deter- 
rence’ and massive retaliation 
into “selective .retaliation.” In 
the process of evolution it has 
become stronger and less 
frightening because it has be- 
come clearer 

The evolution of the terms 
has not changed Dulles’s basic 
idea or his policy. This was to 
avert. war by letting the poten- 
tial aggressor know where we 
stand. He has done this not 
only by his policy declarations. 
but also by the great chain of 
alliances he has completed 
around the Soviet perimeter. If 
clear warning and the capacity 
for massive or less than mas- 
sive counterattack will avert 
war, Dulles’s policies as Secre. 
tary of State will accomplish 


his “achievement without prec- 
edent.”

Windswept Slopes 
Killers of. Trees 
In Winter Dryness 


Windswept slopes, beautiful 
in summer, are killers of trees 
and shrubs in winter. 

The exposed a®eas allow the 
wind to blow away protective 
coverings of snow, leaves and 
other mulches and for frost to 
go deeper, causing fatal injury 
to roots. 

Transplanted trees and ever- 
greens that need more water 
are especially vulnerable, warns 
Homer L. Jacobs, research di- 
rector of the Davey Tree Expert 


Co. Roots of transplanted trees . 
will grow throughout the winter 


if the soil is warm enough. 
Deep freezing means the 
roots can not get adequate wa- 
ter. This winter drying becomes 
fatal in late winter when ground 
is frozen to greater depths and 
the covering is insufficent 
Occasional sunshine increases 
loss of water from leaves of 


evergreens, moisture which can 


not be replaced from grozen 
ground. So a protective root 
cover at this time can prove 
important for the tree's survi- 
val. 

A mulch of hay, straw, peat 
moss, sawdust, wood chips or 
even snow will frequently help 
thaw out a new layer of frozen 
earth. The ground below the 
frost line contains a reserve of 
heat which may be sufficient to 
thaw out frozen soil with the 
addition of new mulch. 

Perhaps mulching was forgot- 
ten up to now. If so, it is not 
too late to lessen the danger of 
winter damage to roots of your 
favorite trees and shrubs, par- 
ticularily if they’re on open 
slopes.

| Versity Billikens flashed a 


knockout punch to gain their 


seventh consecutive victory, an 
amazing 104-86 triumph over 
the highly rated visitors. 

Jim McLaughlin, scoring 25 
points, and the smooth sopho- 
more, Jack Mimlitz, with 24, 
were the leading scorers as the 
Bills snapped 'a Cincinnati win- 
ning streak of nine games. 

A happy Kiel Auditorium 
crowd of 8984 saw Eddie 
Hickey’s men return to action 
after a 10-day period of idle- 
ness, and the Bills were sharper 
than ever as they knocked off 
a team that was rated 14th in 
the nation 

It was St. Louis's 12th vic- 
tory in 14 starts, Cincinnati's 
third setback in 15 games in 
which it had lost only to Day- 
ton (by nine) and to Indiana 
(by 19). This time Cincinnati 
saw St. Louis play its scrubs 
for the last four minutes after 
having run up a lead that 
reached 29 points 

Out-Rebounded ’Em. 

Cincinnati, which had prided 
itself on its defense and which 
had rated high in rebounding 
Statistics, was out-rebounded for 
the first time this season as the 
Bills had a 57-56 edge in that 
department 

The Bearcats also saw their 
enemy ring up the largest num- 
ber of points ever § scored 
against a Cincinnati team. The 
previous high was set by North 
Carolina State in a 100-76 vic- 
tory in 1952 

The blazing Bills, who broke 
open the game in the last seven 
minutes of the first half with 
as brilliant a brand of basket- 
ball as anybody could want. ac- 
complished the big score with 
a .433 shooting percentage. It 
was .478 in the first half (22 
out of 46 field goal attempts 
and .392 in the second half 

Perhaps most significant. how- 
ever, was that this was the sec- 
ond successive game in which 
St. Louis has put to rout a 
strong opponent. The previous 
blast was fired against DePaul 
here

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It’s Good Rabbit Season—Statistics Prove It. 


NTHONY CIUFFA, a record-keeping rabbit hunter, has 
A ststics to support his opinion that the season thus far 


has been better than in the 


previous two years in Missouri. 


This is true, particularly, in the section of the state east of 
Columbia and north of the Missouri river, he said. 


Ciuffa, who lives at 6024 
Magnolia avenue, travels as far 
as the prairie areas in western 
Missouri in quest of rabbits. 
He usually is accompanied by 
his brother, Mario Ciuffa, 6768A 
Dolan place, and a_ friend, 
Frank Cacciatore, 5422 Bischoff 
avenue, whose surname means 
“hunter” in Italian. 

The St. Louisan records the 
date of the hunt, number of 
rabbits taken, hours in the field 
and the average temperature. 

On the basis of figures kept 
for the last five years, Ciuffa 
finds that rabbit hunting is bet- 
ter when temperatures are be- 
low 40 degrees. He says hunters 
cover more ground and dogs 
work harder in freezing weath- 
er. 

His records for trips in which 
his brother and Cacciatore also 
participated are as follows: Nov. 
12—11 rabbits in 74% hours; 
Nov. 19—20 in 8 hours; Nov. 26 
—7 (swamp rabbits) in 9 hours; 
Dec. 3—15 in 7% hours; Dec. 
10—30 in 6 hours; Jan. 7—30 
in 6 hours; Jan. 20 and 21—30 
in 8% hours. 

The take on the last trip in- 
cluded eight jack rabbits shot 
in Barton county near the Kan- 
sas border. Ciuffa said the 
jacks had an average weight of 
almost eight pounds. 

Hunts in which Ciuffa had 
only one partner were as fol- 
lows: Dec. 17—12 rabbits in 
6% hours; Dec. 24—12 in 542 
hours; Dec. 31—11 in 6 hours; 
Jan. 14—20 in 4 hours.

Scholars Continue to Study Dead Sea Scrolls for New Light on Life of Christ 


(Editor’s note: What are the 
Dead Sea scrolls? Are they 
likely to alter the Bible as 
we now know it? Do they 
throw new light on Christ's 
life? These and other ques- 
tions have intrigued scholars 
and laymen alike since the 
first scrolls were found in a 
cave near the Dead Sea. It 
may take 50 years before all 
the answers are &nown, but 
here is an up-to-date look at

é<¢ HIS is the answer to 

T those who say we do 

not have the original 
Bible.” 

It is now nearly nine years 
since an archbishop of the 
Syrian Church, The Rev. Atha- 
nasius Yesue Samuel, first held 
in his hands a brittle, dusty roll 
of parchment. He did not know 
what it was. He could not read 
the script which was partially 
visible where the edges had 
broken. Yet, something gripped 
his interest and impelled him 
to find out about the strange 
object. 

The place was Jerusalem in 
the summer of 1947. 

Even today, the archbishop’s 
dark eyes burn with a deep in- 
tensity when he describes that 
moment 

For the cylinder of parch- 
ment, together with other rolls, 
and uncounted thousands of 
fragments of still others—all 
found nearby—have come to be 
known as the “Dead Sea 
Scrolls.” Archbishop Samuel, 
who now administers a diocese 
of his church in the United 
States and Canada, was one of 
the first men to see the scrolls 
after they were taken from the 
caves near the Dead Sea where 
they had been buried for cen- 
turies. 

Since the original finds, other 
caves yielded up still more 
scrolls and fragments. Evi- 
dently, long ago, a whole library 
was hidden away in the remote, 


uninhabited. wastes on the 
shores of the Dead Sea. 
Who did this? Why? How old 


were the scrolls? What writings 
did they contain? 
7 + a 
UESTIONS sprang up on 
() evers hand. The first shad- 
owy indications of what the 
scrolls might be astonished the 
archeologists and Biblical schol- 
ars 
For, some books of the Old 
Testament were quickly identi- 
fied, along with some of the so- 
called apocryphal writings. 
The most thrilling fact was 
their age—which was hotly dis- 
puted at first. They are 2000 
vears old, that is, written dur- 
ing the era of the life of 
Christ 
Thus, they provide “un- 
dreamed-of illumination to the 
study of Biblical literature,” 
said Dr. Frank Cross, distin- 
guished Anferican scholar who 
is in Jerusalem working on the 
scrolls 
To Archbishop Samuel, the 
important point is 
“They establish the fact that 
the Bible was written before 
and during the time of Christ, 
not in the middle ages as some 
have claimed. This proves that 
the Bible in our hands today 
is the true Bible 


“Now we can say with cer- 
tainty that the prophecy of 
Isaiah was written before the 


birth of Christ. The truth of 
all the prophecies is reaffirmed 
and strengthened by this fact.” 

It will be long years before 
all the writings found in the 
caves have been translated and 
evaluated. Optimistic scholars 
estimate 10 to 20 years. Others, 
however, say enough material 
is at hand to keep them work- 
ing at top speed for the next 
50 vears. 

Top speed is very slow. Mere- 
ly unrolling the scrolls is a 
delicate, painstaking job. Many 
of the fragments are mere sliv- 
ers of papyrus that may crum- 
ble when touched. They may 
have to be read with the assist- 
ance of infrared photographs 

To give some idea of the 
magnitude of the task— 

Seven fairly complete scrolls 
were found in the first cave 
In addition, fragments of 68 
other manuscripts were identi- 
fied from that cave 

From another, 330 
scripts, all fragmentary, 
taken Other fragments

Fitting these bits together,

TILL, a great deal already is 
§ known about them. While 

controversy swirls around 
many points, big and small, 
there is a general agreement on 
some basic facts about the 
scrolls 

1. They were written between 
200 B.C. and 70 A.D Radio- 
carbon tests, the age of Roman 
coins found near them, and oth- 
er evidence has established this 
in the opinion of most scholars 

2. They were written mainly 
on leather, some on papyrus, 
a few on metal. Then they were 
sealed with pitch, and carefully 


placed in large pottery jars 
The jars were hidden in the 
caves 

3. The languages on the 


scrolls read so far are Hebrew, 


Greek, and Aramaic. (The lat- 
ter, a Semitic tongue, is gen- 


erally believed to have been the 
language spoke by Jesus.) 

Among the orginal finds, 
there was a complete copy of 
the book of Isaiah. It has been 
described as “magnificent.” Un- 
til this was discovered, the old- 
est known copy of Isaiah was 
dated around the Ninth Cen- 
tury. 

Scholars immediately began 
checking later texts against this 
latest find. They were amazed 
at the accuracy of those in use 
today. But some experts say

some revisions in the Old Testa- 
ment may be necessitated 

There was also a document 
called a “commentary” on the 
book of the prophet,- Habakkuk, 
found among the original group 
of scrolls. Dr. Millar Burrows, 
professor of biblical theology 
at Yale and author of the new 
book, “The Dead Sea Scrolls” 
(Viking), has written of this: 

“In some respects, this curi- 
ous little document is the most 
interesting and important of all 
those found for the identifica- 
tion and history of the group 
that produced it.” 

What was that group? Here, 
the first boomings of contro- 
versy begin to be heard. Schol- 
ars agree that a Jewish monas- 
tic sect, parts of whose monas- 
tery have been found, probably 


produced the commentary, 
made the copy of Isaiah, and 
wrote the other documents 
found in the first cave 

Dr. Cross savs flatly: “The 
people of the scrolls were Es- 
senes, a well-known apocalyp- 
tic sect within Judaism.” Other 
scholars are less positive in 
the ' identification, using the 
term, “Essene-type” sect. 

_ * + 

HE Essenes are not men- 
T tioned in the Gospels. Two 

other major parties within 
Judaism, the Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees, do appear. Dr. Cross 
says the absence of any men- 
tion of the Essenes is not due 
to ignorance of them by the 
early Christians, but “from lack 
of antipathy.” 

The sect, and the way its 
members lived — in austerity, 
sharing common meals, under 
strict discipline—has been de- 
scribed by the historians, Pliny 
and Josephus, and the Jewish 
philosoper, Philo. He wrote of 
the Essenes: 

“Their moral excellence tri- 
umphed and everybody treated 
them as independent and free 
by nature, praising their com- 
mon meals and their indescrib- 


able good fellowship, the clear- 
est proof of a life which is 
perfect and exceedingly happy.” 

Josephus noted that, unlike 
many of their contemporaries, 
the Essenes believed in immor- 


tality. He describes their tor- 
tures at the hands of the Ro- 
mans, and says: “Smiling in 


their agonies, and mildly derid- 
ing their tormentors, they 
cheerfully resigned their souls, 
confident that they would re- 
ceive them back again.”

WIDELY-HELD theory 
A abou the Dead Sea Scrolls 

is that the Essenes hid their 
books—a great library—in the 
caves during the Jewish revolt 
against the Romans. Their com- 
munity apparently was de 
stroyed by the Roman Tenth 
Legion on its way to the siege 
of Jerusalem 

But the great area of dispute 
embraces such questions as 


Was Jesus an Essene? Was 
his thinking influenced by 
them” 

An emphatic “No!” to these 


questions was given by Dr. Lan- 
kaster Harding of the Jordan 
Department of Antiquities, who 
hag been working through the 
sites of the discoveries for six 
years. 

Dr. Floyd Filson, an author- 
ity on the New Testament, wrote 
recently 

“The idea that Jesus was an 
Essene or had ties with the Es- 
senes is not new. But it bas 
won little acceptance, for the 
New Testament gives it little 
or no support, and we had no 
literature or monuments which 


came directly from an Essene 
group Now we know how 
those people lived. : 

“If we combine the recent 
discoveries with what Pliny, 
Philo and Josephus tell about 
groups of Essenes throughout 


Palestine and Egypt, it becomes 
easier to argue that these peo-

Both 
believed decidedly in the valid- 
ity of the prophecies which they 


found in the Old Testament. 
Both believed that Old Testa- 
ment prophecies were coming 


true in their time. Both believed 
in the coming of the Messiah.” 

sut Rev. Howlett and others 
also have emphasized that Jesus 
and the Essenes differed sharp- 
ly on many points. Dr. Filson 
has listed a dozen fundamental 
differences, And while noting 
this, he noted, as well, the fact 
that there were parallels be- 
tween Jesus and the Pharisees, 
too, he said: 

“They all had a common 
heritage ... the church did not 
arise in a vacuum. It was the 
heir of the Old Testament and 
of God’s work with the people 
of Israel.”

A suestion arising out of the 

discovery of the scrolls has 
to do with the apparent simi- 
larity between the life of Jesus 
and the Essenes’ story of their 
“teacher of righteousness.” 

This leader, not mentioned by 
any name, is described as a 
Messiah, who organized and led 
the community, was put to 
death for its sake, and then 
arose from the dead.

Alabama Town With a Long History

PHENIX CITY, Ala., 
Jan. 28. 
T was a wonderful celebra- 
ies and a wonderful day for 
Phenix City. There was a 
mammoth parade which lasted 
more than an hour, with flower- 
bedecked floats bearing legends 
such as “Congratulations, Phe- 


nix City!” and “We're Proud of 
You, Phenix City!” 
Bands played, pretty drum 


majorettes whirled their batons 
like mad, 175 Alabama Mayors 
were special guests, and speech- 
es were made from the flag- 
strewn reviewing stand by big 
Jim Folsom, the Governor of 
Alabama; John Patterson, the 
attorney general; Dr. George 
Gallup, the public opinion poll- 
ster who had helped bring this 
new type fame to Phenix City, 
and other dignitaries. 

It was a big celebration and a 
gay one. But at the same time 
it was a sober celebration and a 
dignified one. And when it 
ended, with a barbecue and a 


reception for the Governor, this 
once-notorious little town drew 
its civic virtue about it like a 
cloak, rolled up the sidewalks 
and went to. bed cold sober, to 
sleep the sleep of the municipal 
just. 

It seemed hard to believe. 
Gone were the gambling dens, 
the drinking dives, the B-girls, 
the dope pushers, the political 
harpies and the rest of the 
human trash which, less than 
two years ago had caused Phe- 
nix City to be held up to the 
rest of the nation as a center 
of vice and corruption almost 
without equal in the nation’s 
history. 

Conditions which had pre- 
vailed for nearly a century 
reached a climax in June 1954 
when A. L. Patterson, reform 
candidate for attorney general, 
who had been nominated on the 
promise he would clean up 
Phenix City, was shot down on 
the main street of the town. 

- - 


HE murder blew the lid off 
T conditions in Phenix City. It 

also did something to the law- 
abiding and God-fearing people 
of the town whose chief crimes 
had been apathy and timidity. A 
movement was 
after only 18 months, has re- 
sulted in one of the most com- 
plete and dramatic turnabouts 
ever achieved by any town, any- 
where. 


The reform in Phenix City 
was climaxed by its selection, 
early this year, as an All-Amer- 
ican City, an award made each 
year by the National Municipal 
League and Look magazines, to 
towns Which have achieved the 
most in civic progress. 


It wasn't an easy job to wash 
Phenix City clean. Originally 
named Girard, it must have 
been founded by a lawless 
group for lawless reasons, be- 
cause from the first, its history

fugitives trom justice trom Co-

Alabama was a dry state, and 
somehow the town became the 
center of the state's bootlegging 
business. When the whole coun- 
try went dry, it merely served 
to expand the town’s import- 
ance along those lines. As early 
as 1916, state law enforcement 
officers staged a series of raids 
which netted $265,000 worth of 
whisky Racketeer and 
ster-type bombings and burn- 
ings were going on here long 
before the big city gangsters

ROUND the turn of the cen- 
A ws the name of the town 

was changed to Phoenix 
City, spelled with an®O. Some- 
time in the years since the O 
has been dropped, but no one 
now knows when or why. For a 
time, also, it was known as 
Girard-Phenix City, but event- 
ually it became just Phenix 
City. 

Russell county, in’ which 
Phenix City lies, was known for 
decades as a paradise tor men 
who made liquor by the light 
of the moon. In one series of 
raids, staged by federal offi- 
cers, 14 stills were destroyed. 
Many of them had capacities as 
high as 2000 gallons. 

In the early 1930s a federal 
grand jury indicted half a dozen 
city officials, but there were no 
convictions. At about the same 
time federal narcotic agents ar- 
rested eight people in a mor- 
phine ring. 

The years passed and World 
War Il brought a ripe, rich 
harvest in the thousands of 
young soldiers stationed across 
the river at Fort Benning, many 
of whom were restless and 
pleasure-seeking, and most of 
whom were as naive as lambs 

When you cross the bridge 
from Columbus into Phenix 
City, you find yourself on a 
narrow street which curves as 
it leads uphill to the heart of 
the town. Along this street, 
which used to be called the 
Bridge Area, were honky-tonks, 
door to door. If a visitor wasn't 
relieved of his money at the 
gambling tables, he would be 
relieved of it in one of a num- 
ber of other ways, the most pop- 
ular of which was the spiked 
drink and the roll. It was a 
point of honor among the deni- 
zens of the quarter that no one 
left with any money.

estimated $10,000,000 to $15.,- 
000,000 a year. As both history 
and the Kefauver hearings aptly 
demonstrated, this kind of 
money quite often leads to civic 
corruption.

Their influence extended 
through the county and reached 
as far as the State Capitol at 
Montgomery.

The sheriff and the chief of 
police in Phenix City were sur- 
prised to learn that the Nation- 
ali Guard was there not to work 
with them, but to replace them 
They were even relieved of 
their guns and turned out of of- 
fice. Raids were conducted 
and gambling equipment worth 
a quarter of a million dollars 
was confiscated, piled up and 
burned. 

Gov. Persons next demanded 
and obtained the resignations 
of every member of the Russell 
County grand jury commission 
and every member of the Board 
of Registrars, thus taking grand 
jury control and voting lists 
away from the political tools of 
the racketeers.

the finest in the country, 
Strange how one’s birthplace 
could hold one’s roots, yet have 
no room for the flowering 
growth.

‘Our Town’ Series, 
Sponsored by League 
of Women Voters, 

Starts Tuesday Night.

A series of meetings designed 
to promote wider understanding 
of the problems of municipal 
government in St. Louis will be- 
gin at 8 p.m. Tuesday at Kiel 
Auditorium. 

The “Our Town” institute, 
sponsored by the League of 
Women Voters of St. Louis with 


the assistance of more than 70 
organizations and clubs, will 
continue through Thursday. The 
public is invited to attend the 
meetings without charge. 

“Our purpose is to give infor- 
mation on what our present mu- 
nicipal structure is, 


Attendance Urged. 
Mayor Raymond R. Tucker, | 
who with other city officials, | 
educators and specialists in the 
field of public administration 
will participate in the institute, 
said yesterday that “any St. 
Louisan interested in his or her 
city government, its operations, 
problems and plans should at- 
tend the meetings.” 

“The program,” the Mayor 
said, “should be of invaluable 
assistance to anyone who wishes 
to learn more about the govern- 
ment of St. Louis. 

“The institute fulfills a need 
which long has been felt in St. 
Louis—that of the citizens 
themselves undertaking the 
project of explaining our gov- 
ernment to other citizens.” 

Clarifying City Problems. 

Mrs. Gilbert Harris, president 
of the League, said the organi- 
zation believes that the oppor- 
tunity for discussion which will 
be provided at each of the ses- 
sions during the institute “is a 
way to help clarify our thinking 
on the critical problems that 
face us.” 

“Progress for our city is well 
begun, thanks to the vitality of 
our community and its forward- 
looking people,” she _ said. 
“However, the formula for our 
city’s functioning, its basic rules, 
are too little understood 

“St. Louis in its city and 
county functionings, its charter 
structure and its intensifying 
metropolitan problems chal- 
lenges our interest. Our job 
as citizens of St. Louis is to get 
the facts and accept the respon- 
sibility of helping to shape the 
future of our city.” 

Talks On Charter. 

Speakers at the opening ses- 
sion of the institute will include 
the Rev. Paul C. Reinert S.J., 
president of St. Louis Univer- 
sity, who will talk on “City- 
County Governmental Relation- 
ships,” and Gerald K. Presberg, 
attorney for the. aldermanic 
committee which recommended 
amendment of the city charter, 
rather than a new one Pres- 
berg will speak on “Legal Prob- 
lems in Charter Modernization.” 

Tucker. who recently won a 
prolonged battle with the Board 
of Aldermen over passage of a 
bill calling for election of a 
Board of Freeholders to draft 
a new city charter, will address 
the opening meeting on “Ad- 
vantages of a New Charter.” 

The Wednesday morning Ss¢es- 
sion will be devoted to discus- 
sion of the duties and functions 
of the mayor and his depart- 
ment heads in running the city 
goverment, with Tucker and 
various city officials participat- 
ing. Dr. Carl McCandless, as- 
sociate professor of political 
science at Washington Univer- 
sity, will question the speakers 
as an “inquiring citizen.’ Ques- 
tions from the floor will be wel- 
comed at each session. 

Fiscal Problems. 

Fiscal problems of collection 
and disbursement of revenue 
will be discussed Wednesday 
afternoon by Comptroller Mil- 
ton Carpenter, City Treasurer 
John J. Dwyer, Revenue Col- 
lector Del L. Bannister and Li- 
cense Collector Joseph Hayden 
with Chancellor Ethan A. H. 
Shepley of Washington Univer- 
sity questioning them. 

Wednesday night's meeting 
will be devoted to discussion of 
the civil service system. Speak- 
ers will include Dr. Wallace 5S. 
Sayre, professor of public ad- 
ministration at Columbia Uni- 
versity, who will talk on the 
modern approach to personnel 
management. 

The organization and opera- 
tion of the Board of Aldermen 
will be the subject of Thurs- 
day morning's meeting. Vari- 
ous forms of municipal govern- 
ment will be discussed at a 
luncheon meeting which will 
terminate the institute.

Warm sunshine and cool. 


‘nights make Mexico an ideal 


“paradise” to combine a pleas- 


‘ant vacation with an escape 
from winter. 


In addition, Mexico is one of 
the world’s most colorful re- 
gions — snow-capped mountains 
and green valleys dotted with 
tropical flowers, manana-type 
villages where time moves slow- 
ly if at all, historic Spanish- 
| colonial pueblos and cities built 
(on Aztec. sites, white-sand 
| beaches and resorts equipped 
with terraces, swimming pools 
'and cabaret-restaurants. 


Yet it is Mexico’s overflow- 
ing basket of things to see and 
do which makes advance plan- 
ning highly advisable, especial- | 
ly during the winter-sunshine 
season, notes the Mexico City 
office of Cook’s Travel Service. 

Records for the past few sea- 
sons show that, in addition to 
Mexico City, the most popular 
places (and, therefore, the most 
likely to book up ahead of time) 
are Lake Patzcuaro, Morelia, the 
spa of San Jose. Purua, Taxco 
and Acapulco. 


Other popular sights, the 
“Floating Gardens” of Xochi- 
milco and the Pyramids of tle 
Sun and Moon at Teotihuacan, 
are close enough to be visited 
easily from Mexico City. 

Lake Patzcuaro, Morelia and 
the spa of San Jose Purua lie 
northwest of Mexico City in the 
Tarascan Indian country. 

Morella, seen en route to Patz- 
cuaro, typifies the Mexico of 
colonial days with its cathedral 
and old aqueduct. San Jose 
Purua is a modern spa of 
spreading hotel buildings and 
four swimmihg pools—all nes- 
tling on the edge of a ravine 
and decorated with orange trees, 
tropical shrubs and flowers. 


Taxco is quaintly charming, 
with narrow cobblestone streets, 
picturesque old buildings with 
red tiled roofs and hundredé of 
small workshops dealing in arti- 
cles of silver. Not far away, 
and quite different, the Hacien- 
da Vista Hermosa combines old 
and new in the modernized 
structure first built in the 1500s 
as the country residence of 
Cortes the Conqueror. 

Nearly every visitor to Mexi- 
co, records show, wants to tarry 
awhile at Acapulco on Mexico's 
“Riviera.” Brilliant sun, spar- 
kling on the blue Pacific and 
warming.the white sand beach, 
promises days of relaxation, 
while modern resort hotels and 
night clubs provide for pleasant 
evenings. 

At Teotihuacan 
toric pyramids, built by a mys- 
terious race antedating the 
Aztecs, rival those of Egypt in 
grandeur. The Pyramid of the 
Sun is as high as a 20-story 
building: the companion Pyra- 
mid of the Moon is only a little 
smaller.

It ls Concentrated on Main Street, Site of Missouri's First Capitol

LMOST EVERY COMMUNITY has a Main street, so-called, of 
course, because it is or was the principal thoroughfare. But 
few Main streets are as interesting, historically and architec- 

turally, as the one in St. Charles, the first capital of Missouri. Re- 
flecting the early importance of the town, yet possessing a mellow 
charm, the street is lined with residences and business structures that 
recall a century and a half of Missouri history. 

Something of interest from every architectural period from the 
early 1800s to today is represented along the street. Accenting the 
design and construction details of the buildings is the fact that they 
have been a part of many important happenings. They have known 
men and women who helped shape American history—Daniel Boone, 
Lewis and Clark, Alexander McNair, John Sutter, Mother Rose Philip- 
pine Duchesne, to name a few. French trappers, Spanish explorers, 
American pioneers, and German immigrants flowed through the town 


at various times, and all left distinctive imprints on the community. 

Most notable of the old buildings are those in which the State 
Legislature met for five years after Missouri was admitted to the 
Union in 1821. Two joined brick buildings in the 200 block of South 
Main street, built in 1817 by the Peck brothers and long known as 
Peck Row, are believed to have been Missouri's first Capitol. Some 
think, however, that the Shepard building, a brick structure built about 
1820 which adjoins Peck Row, was also part of the original Capitol. 

Most of St. Charles’ venerable buildings are still in use, and few 
are marked for the edification of visitors. In fact, motorists following 
main highways through the town miss them entirely, as traffic is 
routed over other streets. But a turn off the beaten path onto Main 
street offers a brief and exciting excursion into the past. 

These examples of St. Charles’ early architecture were selected by 
Charles Van Ravenswaay, director of the Missouri Historical Society.

RARE AND IMPRESSIVE Jewish religious ceremony, not seen in St. 
Louis in many years, took place last Sunday in University City. It 
was the ritual of Siyum Haseifer (Dedication of the Scroll), in which 

a new Sefer Torah or Holy Scroll was enshrined in the Chesed Shel Emeth 
Synagogue. 

Seldom are new Torahs acquired—most in this country were brought 
from Europe many years ago. Not since 1907, when the same congrega- 
tion received its last new one, was the elaborate Orthodox dedication cere- 
mony held here. Some Conservative congregations have dedicated Torahs 
in more recent years. 

Most treasured possession of the Jewish faith, the Sefer Torah, is a hand- 
written parchment scroll containing the five Books of Moses. One or more 
Torahs are kept by an Orthodox congregation in the sacred shrine of the 
synagogue called the Aron Ha-Kodesh (Holy Ark). 

A portion of the Torah is read each Sabbath and holy day until the 
entire scroll is concluded by the end of the liturgical year. With the start 
of a new year, reading begins again with the Book of Genesis: “In the 
beginning G-d created the heaven and the earth. . .“ (Orthodox Jews 
do not spell out the name of the Supreme Being because it is too holy.) 

The new Torah was presented to Chesed She] Emeth by David Shein- 
bein in memory of his wife, Fanny, who died last June. Written on ox 
skin by a sofer (scribe) in Israel, it was carried from the donor's home in 
a joyful procession to the nearby synagogue at 700 North North - and - South 
road. There it was met by the congregation’s other 13 Torahs and accom- 
panied inside where the dedication rite was performed on the bimah (plat- 
form) by the light of a menorah (holy candelabrum). 

After the last 155 letters of the final Torah passage were inscribed as

The polar bear, of course, takes the cold 
with ease in its lumbering stride. Its cousins, 
the grizzly and Kodiak, become drowsy, but fail 
to hibernate. 

Back stage at the zoo, routine is little varied 
by foul or fair weather. Sick animals must be 
cared for and cages cleaned, ever-hungry 
beasts must be fed. Diets range from the daily 
consumption of 61 pounds of hay, 11 pounds of 
grain, 12 pounds of mixed vegetables, two 
loaves of bread and one pound of salt for the 
Asiatic elephant to one medium-sized fish 
weekly for the cottonmouth moccasin. 

But as if in penalty for the semi - solitude of 
a snowy day, the zoo’s creatures must forgo 
the tidbits of popcorn and peanuts contributed 
on gracious days when visitors to the zoo will 
number in the thousands.

Mrs. Harrington trims away the bone and most of the fat from the meat. 
She then cuts it across the grain into finger-size pieces which are browned 
in two tablespoons of black butter (made by heating rapidly for about two 
minutes). Browned meat is removed from pan and set aside. Remainder of 
butter is put in same pan for browning chopped onion, mushrooms and one- 
fourth of the garlic. One teaspoon crushed dill seed, tomato paste, meat 
glaze, cut-up olives and flour are blended in, then stock and salt and pep- 
per to taste are added, and the mixture is brought to a boil.

MY FIRST COACH 


by TOM GOLA ROOKIE STAR OF THE PHILADELPHIA WARRIORS 


Sometimes what you think of most when you 
look back is a person. In my case it’s a guy 
called “Lefty” Huber. He made Tom Gola. 

I got to know Lefty when I was 13 at In- 
carnation Parochial School in North Phila- 
delphia. Lefty was athletic director of the 
Incarnation Catholic Club, down in the base- 
ment, where we exercised and played games. 
He loved basketball the way some people 
love baseball or hunting. He himself had 
learned to play in that gym and his eyes were 
always sizing up basketball material. 

I didn’t see much sense in throwing a ball 
through a hoop, but Lefty looked at my 5’7” 
(at 13) and hounded me. Before I knew it, 
he had me playing on the 7th Grade team. 

Lefty was one of those coaches you see in 
the movies. He was tireless and patient, sharp 
as a hawk in spotting our faults, tough as a 
top sergeant in making us correct them, wor- 
ried as a mother hen in looking after us. He 
planned all our futures. 

My height made me the natural “pivot 
man” — standing under the basket, receiving 
a pass from a teammate and dropping it in. 
But the better I got, the more Lefty frowned. 


“You're Headed No Place” 


In 1947, after an 8th Grade game, Lefty 
motioned me to the bench beside him. “Tom,” 
he said, “you're a swell pivot — only you're 
headed no place. You're good because you're 
tall — now. But what about when you play 
against bigger guys? You don’t know a single 
thing else. I want you to forget pivot. Learn 
to play the whole game — to dribble and pass, 
run and fake, shoot from down the floor.” 

Then he lined up chairs on the court and 
made me weave between them, dribbling at 
top speed. He gave me an old basketball hoop 
to nail in my back yard for set shots. Some- 
times, in practice sessions, he'd wave a dollar 
bill and shout, “Top man shooting 10 from 
the foul line gets this!” I spent all my spare 
time improving my foul shots. That year the 
team won three championships (including 34 
wins in a row) and scored 1,871 points, of 
which I personally got 816—thanks to Lefty. 

He’s still athletic director of the Club. And 
at our Warrior home games (and many out 
of town) I still see a familiar face in the 
stands. It’s Lefty — checking on my game. &

TURBO-JET TRANSPORT 


1 hour’s flight 


by FREDERIC SINCLAIR 


in recent months, the nation’s largest airlines have 
ordered more than $1,000,000,000 worth of turbo-jet 
transports, capable of flying at 550 miles an hour at 
altitudes above 30,000 feet. With 30 Boeing turbo-jets 
now in production, American Airlines expects to be 
first to launch the craft in domestic service, probably 
in late 1959 or 1960. American's fleet will cost the 
whopping sum of $135,000,000. 

But in the never-ending race to develop newer, 
faster aircraft, will these planes be outdated before 
they are worn out? Indications are their days may be 
numbered (at least for long hops) by the daring think- 
ing and research of America’s rocket and guided- 
missile spectalists. These experts feel that passengers 
will fly across and between continents via rocket- 
powered planes on the order of guided missiles in as 
little as 10 years. 

Such a plane, these scientists say, would travel at 
the seemingly fantastic speed of 17,500 mph — 18 
times the speed of sound. The huge arc of its glide 
path would brush the edge of outer. space. It would 
shrink the flying time between major cities. all over 
the world to two hours or less. San Francisco and New 
York would be 75 minutes apart, compared to the 
five-hours-plus it will take a turbo-jet. (Note chart 
above.) And long hauls would be even faster, propor- 
tionately, because planes could climb higher and at- 
tain greater speeds. 


Incredible? Something out of Buck Rogers? Not 
all. As of now, six major aircraft firms are spendi 
large sums of money in pushing the project — fo! 
is so big that no one company could handle it alone 
The Government, alert to its military potential fo! 
bomb- and troop-carrying, is taking an active part 
shrouded, obviously, by security 

How far advanced is this dream aircraft? After 10) 
years of probing research, scientists now have a class! 
fied scale model of the projected ship, carefully 
guarded drawing-board sketches, various artists con 
ceptions — and a tight-lipped, say-nothing attitude 
The amount of money spent to date is unknown. What 
will be spent in the future could run into billions. 


A German in the Picture 


Largely responsible for developments to date has 
been an amiable, German-born scientist, Dr. Walite! 
Dornberger, rocket and guided-missile expert of the 
Bell Aircraft Corp. Dr. Dornberger, now an American 
citizen, was commanding general at Peenemunde 
Germany, during World War II when the pulse-jet V-! 
and the liquid fuel V-2 rocket were developed 

But neither Dr. Dornberger nor Bell Aircraft (no! 
any other aircraft manufacturer) will openly admit 
working on such a plane. The Air Force has clamped 
on a rigid security blackout. One reason is that the 
future of that arm as we know it may depend on its 
success. Generals fear that robot planes and guided 
missiles may turn the Air Force into button-pushers

which, they say, would shatter its esprit de corps. 
But a piloted plane with guided-muissile characteristics 
would keep airmen upstairs. 

So far as security permits, let's see what such a ship 
may look like. Actually, the passenger plane of the 
future will be two ships: a five-motored, 90-foot 
mother plane and a three-motored, 60-foot passenger 
carrier perched on its back. Takeoff will be from a 
vertical, tail-sitting position. The booster ship will loft 
its “papoose” 70,000 feet in 2 minutes and 10 seconds, 
then cut loose and return to its base. In the meantime, 
the passenger ship will be held in place by magnetic 
carrying devices. The eight motors will be powered by 
liquid oxygen and gasoline or perhaps oxygen and 
hydrazine, a fuel similar to ammonia; the two planes 
will be built of stainless steel and K-monel. 

Launchings will be made from airport “craters.” 
Sixty-foot-deep trenches will extend from maintenance 
hangars to launching site. Powerful cranes will stand 
the two ships upright. The planes will rear vertically 
from a movable splash plate. Before the passengers 
arrive, the ships will take on fuel from large tanks 
buried near the rim of the crater. 

Scientists envisage such craterports at New York, 
San Francisco, Honolulu, Sydney, London, Calcutta, 
Tokyo, Rio de Janeiro and Capetown. Not more than 
one or two would be built on each continent. These 
then would cover most global air routes and allow 
slower planes to make “local” hops. __. 

What would a flight be like aboard oneof these 


futuristic monsters? Your ticket will entitle you to a 
seat in the mid-section of the smaller ship, opposite 
the stubby, triangular wings and close to the center of 
gravity. (The wings will allow an orthodox landing on 
runways similar to those now in use. Landing speeds 
will be only slightly faster and brakes will be applied 
by. powerful thrust in the opposite direction. ) 

Your ship’s fuel tanks will be located forward of 
the passenger cabin. A connecting pipeline will run 
io the tail section where the liquid oxygen tank and 
the motors are-located. The pilots’ cabin will be in 
the nose. 


Seats One Above the Other 


Your seat will resemble a dentist's chair, with foot- 
rest and head-pad. Because the plane will be launched 
vertically, later level off and then nose down, the seat 
will adjust on a horizontal axis. And because of the 
vertical position, passenger seats will be located one 
above the other. Your seat will be equipped with a 
safety harness. 

At the moment the ships blast off, your weight will 
increase 25 per cent. Later, when the ships separate, 
you will be up to three times your normal weight. But 
the change will take place slowly, without dire effects 
— unless you are suffering from a heart condition 
(Many scientists think a physician's certificate will be 
necessary to board one of the planes, despite pressur- 
ized, heat-resistant, air-conditioned cabins. Potential 
passengers with heart, kidney or acute respiratory ail- 


ments will be advised to travel by some slower means. ) 

During the 130-second jump to 70,000 feet, the 
pilot of the booster ship will control both planes. At 
that altitude, the magnetic devices will be released, 
and the passenger liner will launch itself toward outer 
space. Exactly 136 seconds later, it will reach 150,000 
feet, its fuel tanks will be empty but it will continue 
to climb to 300,000 feet, a true guided missile. Then 
centrifugal force will take over, gyro-type controls 
will assume command and the plane will become a 
calculated robot. 

And your weight will begin to drop. At peak speed 
and altitude, it will be 75 per cent of normal. But as 
the plane loses speed and slices downward, your weight 
will gradually return to normal. And as the pilots take 
over again, the winged plane will swoop in for a con- 
ventional landing. Skids down. San Francisco to New 
York — 75 minutes on the nose. 

Naturally, passenger cost will be high. There’s no 
way of estimating closely now, but it’s safe to say that 
unless you're in an awful hurry or traveling on a fat 
expense account, you'll fly by turbo-jet at about half 
the price. 

Today, no one talks very openly about such a plane. 
But recently Lawrence D. Bell, president of Bell Air- 
craft, predicted “airplanes with speeds of 7,000 to 
14,000 mph, able to travel to any point on the globe 
in an hour or two.” And Bell hinted that “still more 
powerful chemical fuels are in the making. Eventu- 
ally, we will have nuclear fuels.”

Problems still to be solved 


Coming from a man high in the air- 
craft-research field, this is an important 
statement. Scientists place great empha- 
sis on the propellant needed to make 
such flights practical. A rocket plane 
differs from a conventional one in that 
it is independent of air for its power 
This is because it carries an oxidizer in 
addition to fuel: the fuel contains 
energy, but the oxidizer is necessary to 
release it. Thus valuable tank space ts 
filled with oxidizer instead of fuel. 

Other problems are being worked 
out by pilots flying the upper atmos- 
phere in smaller rocket planes. A year 
ago, Maj. Arthur (Kit) Murray flew a 
Bell supersonic plane to an altitude the 
Air Force described as “above 90,000 
feet.’ Major Murray is still engaged in 
high-altitude flying, in an improved 
Bell rocket plane, and may have 
climbed past the 100,000-foot mark. 
Once he and others have successfully 
flown these planes in high-speed, high- 
altttude tests, rocket power can become 
commercially available, Dr. Dorn- 
berger thinks. 

But scientists do not foresee vast 
fleets of these super planes. “Rocket 
planes will never be used for such lim- 
ited distances and in such great num- 
bers as present-day propeller planes,” 
the Bell Aircraft scientist says. “Like 
gigantic ocean liners, there will be only 
a few, used for the longest routes on 
our planet.” 

How close are we to the day when 


we can buy a ticket on such a plane’ 
Larry Bell claims, “This we will do in 
the next two decades.” Dr. Dornberger 
is even more Optimistic. He feels rocket 
planes will be flying commercially “in 
10 to 15 years.” 

Even now, Lt. Col. Frank (Pete) 
Everett, flying a Bell X-2, 2,000-mph 
rocket plane, ts tackling the thermal 
(heat) barrier in tests at Edwards Au 
Force Base, Calif. Once the heat bar- 
rier 1S licked, flights on the threshold 
Of space are not far away 

But there are still other problenis 
scientists must overcome: 

|) Development of rocket-powe:! 
plants that consist of clusters of motors 
instead of one large motor. Accom 
panying higher combustion pressures 
and temperatures must be overcome 

2) Design of aircraft to operate eth 
ciently at speeds varying from a gentle 
glide to 17,500 mph and altitudes from 
sea level to 350,000 feet. 

3) Frictional heat. Theoretically, 
we already have solved this problem, 
but no one has the solid know-how that 
comes from experience. 

4) Combining the principles of 
guided missile flight with those of a 
piloted airplane. 

But now, today, scientists are at 
work on all of these. And at their pres- 
ent rate of achievement, it won't be too 
long before you'll board a plane in 
New York and arrive in San Francisco 
two hours before you left. -

Traditionally, the expectant father is a nerv- 
ous, disheveled character, a pacer and chain- 
smoker, alternately appalled at the pass his 
wife is in and overcome by pride that he put 
her there. Recognizing the truth.behind this 
stereotype, a local hospital — Chicago Wes- 
ley Memorial — has provided two safety 
valves for the emotions that gnaw at its 
fathers-to-be: 1) a special “Stork Club” wait- 
ing room, with comfortable chairs, a TV set 
and other soothing influences, and 2) a 
“Fathers Book” in which male feelings can 
escape from pounding brains via pen and 
pencil. 

Each year hundreds of waiting fathers write 
their thoughts in the book, at which PARADE 
recently was given a private look. The 
thoughts run a gamut from the terse “It’s a 
boy!’ to poetry, quotations from Scripture 
and carefully drawn cartoons. With impend- 
ing parenthood, some men sound vainglorious 
(“This makes number 3. I'm convinced I’m 
the perfect man”) and others tormented 
(“I'm going nuts. Why don’t it come?”). 

Some keep careful, subjective timetables. 
“Arrived here at 10:30 a.m.,” wrote one 
man. “Went through the necessary formali- 
ties downstairs. 11 a.m. — nothing I can do so 
back home for a couple of hours. 

“Back at 2 p.m. and find out that things are 
going OK. What’s this nervous tension fathers 
are supposed to go through? I’m not nervous, 
I'm just plain numb. 

“Rosemary coming along OK .. . Dr. says 
to stick around. How much longer? I’m hun- 
ery. 

“Baby girl arrived 7:08 p.m., 8 pds., 9 oz. 
Another fat one (like us) .” 

By contrast, another man took half a 
page for one eloquent, misspelled word: 
“torchure.” 

Naturally, many men express profound 
gratitude. “Wow. Pure and simple is our joy. 
We were blessed with a baby boy,” wrote one. 
Then he added: “P. S. To my beautiful wife 
who I am madly in love with — and pray she 
will be OK. Thank you God.” 

Generally, Fathers Book entries fall into 
four categories: 1) humor and joy, 2) the 
wait, 3) temporary disappointment, and 4) 
mental meanderings. Some noteworthy ex- 
amples: 

Humor-joy: “Boy, what a bruiser — 8 pds., 
3 oz. — a girl. But the dark hair has me mys- 
tified. Anyhow, it’s our last, I think???”

“We're passing out cee-gars/ And jumping 
for joy/We just had a baby/A sweet, little 
amie girl. (I'm a good producer, though 
a bad lyricist!)” 

“A nice little girl.. This makes No. 2. Would 
appreciate if someone would leave specific 
instructions on male production. Am only 
kidding...”

TO STRIPE PASTRY: in a custard cup, dilute a little 
food color (red, green or yellow) with water. Dip

to edge, rolling pick occasionally to spread the 
color. (Top photo, r.) To accent, draw a line at 
edge of original design with full-strength food 
color. 

TO SHAPE TARTS: Cut heavy foil in 12 6” squares; 
trim pastry to fit foil; place between two squares. 
Using the length of your fingers, lift all corners 
of the postry, pressing the foil in at the bottom. 
(Lower photo.) Shape top of shell in several ir- 
regular-shaped fivtings. Press each side between 
flutings, denting foil at bottom so it holds the tart 
shell upright.

HERE’S HOW THEY FOOLED 


BETTY BOGART SPEAKING: “Bogey is a man 
of enormous integrity ...1 haven't tried to 
change the things that are important to him.

HOLLYWOOD. 
Eleven years ago, when screen “tough 
guy” Humphrey Bogart took his fourth 
: awny-blonde, husky-voiced., 
Bronx-bred actress named Betty Joan 
Perske (movie name, Lauren Bacall) - 
observers here predicted it might just pos- 
sibly last two years. Among their reasons: 

1) Bogart was 46; his bride, 21. 

2) The couple were of differing faiths 
and family backgrounds. 

3) Two motion-picture careers in one 
home usually are one too many. 

4) Previously married only to actresses 
(Helen Mencken, Mary Phillips. Mayo 
Methot), Bogart was reputed to be spoiled, 
intractable, partial to stimulating liquids 
and, like many actors, almost impossible 
for a normal woman to live with. 

Despite all this, the Bogart-Bacall union 
today 1s regarded as one of the most secure 
and happy ones in town. Blessed with a 
son and a daughter, Bogey and Betty (as 
everyone here calls her) are considered 
pillars of respectability in Holmby Hills, 
the ultra-swank Beverly Hills suburb. 
They never have been even involved in 
divorce rumors. They have been separated 
only once, when Bogart went to Italy to 
make Beat the Devil, and then Betty fol- 
lowed not far behind. They are well-man- 
nered, politically aware — all in all, a 
credit to the community. 


Box-office Bonanza 


Their professional careers also are 
burgeoning. Bogart currently stars in what 
seems like every other big-budget movie 
made here (recent examples: The Caine 
Mutiny, The Left Hand of God, We're 
No Angels, The Desperate Hours, The 
Harder They Fall). His wife has been 
emoting in such films as How to Marry a 
Millionaire, Cobweb, Blood Alley and 
Written on the Wind, and only two weeks 
ago co-starred with Noel Coward in the 
CBS-TV version of Blithe Spirit. 

Observes Betty: “The Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue is very proud of us.” 

Hollywood also is proud of Mrs. Bogart 
on the home-and-husband front. Says 
Mike Romanoff, noted restaurateur and 
Bogart’s bosom chess partner: “I never 
thought I should live to see Bogey retiring 
to his bed at 9 in the evening, sedate and 
sober, but that’s exactly the type of tran- 
quil existence the old boy is enjoying these 
days.” 

“If ever a wife tamed a wildcat,” claims

“We must have lived on that boat for 
almost three years early in our marriage.

And I must say Bogart has been very pa- 
tient with.me. He says | was great. did 
everything he wanted until I got him in 
my clutches. But yachting is something 
you must have’ in your blood, and I defi- 
nitely don't have it in mine. Bogey realizes 
that without getting emotional about it. 

“In much. the same way I'm reconciled 
to his complete lack of taste in food. Eat- 
ing means nothing to this man. He lives 
on 45 cigarettes a day. Once in a while I 
get him to eat a meal. Two days later he'll 
turn back the same kind of food. “But you 
were crazy about this on Wednesday,’ I'll 
say. He shakes his head. “You must be 
nuts. [his stuff is terrible.’ 


"Take It in Stride’”’ 


“A housewife can blow her top at that 
kind of routine. But I try to take iu in 
stride. I realized very early in the game 
that | could never change Bogey, that a 
wife has to make most of the adjustments 
in @# Marriage, especially to an older man. 

‘l make it a point to argue as little as 
possible, because arguments have an in- 
sidious way of corroding or corrupting a 
marriage. Only somewhere along the line 
a wife has got to stand up and make her 
declaration about something she consid- 
ers important. , 

“Bogey, tor example, has a theory: The 
most important thing in the world is to 


tell the truth. And that no matter what 
the reaction, it makes no difference. At 
least he’s been honest. He's told the truth 
| go along with that up to a point, not /is 
point.” 

Bogart’s fanatic devotion to truth has 
prompted him to refer to the annual 
Academy Awards as “pure bunk.” To 
choose she best.actor, he claims, “youd 
have to let all the candidates play the same 
role — then judge.” 

On other occasions he has referred to 
the head of one of the major studios 
as “a creep,” to fans pursuing him for his 
autograph as “filthy little monsters,” to 
women in general as “dishonest and schem- 
ing. Such remarks nettle Betty 

“My husband has a habit.” she says, “ot 
getting right to the heart of the matte: 
with one salty, honest, devastating crack. 
This doesn't sit well with lots of people 
The truth hurts them. When | call Bogey 
on this tactic, his invariable answer 1s,

“*] dont care if it’s the truth or not, 
I say. “You dont have to tell the truth all 
the time. Everyone isn't interested

hearing the truth. As a matter of fact. 
very few people are. If they ask you for 
the truth, then tell them. Otherwise, don’t. 
But Bogey ts a man of enormous integrity 
and when he feels he’s right in principle 
you cant argue him out of it. 

“People think because he’s played gang- 
sters and killers on-screen that he's really 
that way offstage. He's not. He doesn't go 
around hurting people. He makes those 
cracks lots of times out of sheer boredom 
Also he can’t stand phonies ...1 haven't 
tried to change the things that are im- 
portant to him. All a wife can do is change 
the little things. Like clothes. Bogart 
couldn't care less about them. | think he 
used to have two suits. Now, I've seen to 
it that he has more. most of which he 
won t wear. 

“Also Bogart can live anywhere. A 
closet is enough for him. But after Steve 
was born and Leslie was on her way, | 
insisted that we didn't have enough room 
We were living in Hedy Lamarr’s old 
house at that time. So we moved to ow 


present place. | An 1 1-room mansion with 
three master bedroom suites, secretary, 
cook, butler, gardener and nurse.| And 
the birth of the children, I think, has done 
more to change Bogey’s way of life than 
anything 

“When you have children you stop 
thinking about yourself and gradually the 
idea of security, security for the children, 
comes to the fore. Bogey is now terribly 
conscious about having something to leave 
his children. | don't mean he wants to 
leave them a million dollars, anything like 
that. But in case anything should happen 
to us, he wants them taken care of. I also 
think he wants terribly much to have 
them, when they grow up, be proud of 
his work. 

“| guess maybe after another five years 
he'll call it quits. He'll be past 60 by then 
But who knows? All I do know ts that he’s 
a wonderful and stimulating guy ‘to live 
with. 

‘The plain truth is that fm more diff- 
cult to get along with than he ts. When | 
wake up in the morning and I feel lousy. 
| make no altempt to be pleasant Bogart 
at least tries. That's the test of a good hus- 
band, if he can smile at you in the 
morning. — 


Opposites Attract 


Lauren Bacall first met Humphrey 
Bogart in 1943 when she was given a lead 
opposite him in Jo Have and Have Not 
They were, and are, contrasting types 
Bogart for the past decade has resembled 
the hardened jailbird he so trequently 
enacts. His teeth are prominent, his face 
has an Oriental cast, he halt-lisps, most 
of his hair ts gone and he sutlers trom a 
chronic muscle tic above the left eye. 
Bacall, on the other hand, ts tall, leggy. 
lithe, well-turned, with a provocative 
voice and a calm manner. 

A trend of Bogart’s says, “The guy was 
attracted to Betty tor one simple reason 
she was so different from [The Slugger.” 

Ihe Slugger was Bogey’s third wife, the 
late Mayo Methot, a voluptuous and often 
violent actress. Her fights with Bogart 
were notorious. She would hurl highball 
glasses, denounce him as “a cheap little 
ham.” He would retaliate jn kind. 

When Lauren Bacall appeared, making 
her screen debut in 7o Have or Have Not, 
she and Bogart got along well together 
Fans who saw the picture still recall her 
big hne: “If you Want anything, all you 
have to do ts whistle.” After Bogart and 
Mayo Methot were divorced, he married 
Betty at the Ohio farm of his friend, 
author Louis Bromfield — and presented 
his bride with a tiny gold whistle. 

lo date, figuratively speaking, she neve 
has blown it on him. She has given him a 
home, a family, rare affection and under- 
Standing. As a result, Humphrey Bogart is 
a faithful and contented husband. 

“Not once in our years of marriage,” 
says Betty, “has Bogey ever suffered from 
the Roving Eye.”
